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PREFACE 
TO THE PRESENT EDITION.

Tux use of the Roman Missal in their vernaca- 
lar language seems scarcely to be appreciated by 
the laity. The Catholic mind, so habituated to 
the Great Sacrifice of the New Law, feels, in the 
presence of the Atoning Victim, as if words or 
vocal prayers were needless, and union of mind 
and heart sufficient. There is much of truth and 
solid piety in this thought: and yet it will be 
found, that the approved language of the Obureh 
will not unfrequently excite and sustain that 
piety. 

The great benefit, if not the principal end of 
the Liturgy, appears to be the daily application 
of the Great Sacrifice, in thanksgiving to God for 
his varied blessings, and in seeking his protection 
in the many. difficulties to which we are so fre- 
quently exposed. 

The beautiful, selection from the Sacred Serip- 
ture with which the Missal is so filled, cannot fail 
to enlighten the attentive mind ; whilst the appro- 
priate Collects and other prayers which the 
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Church has added, must console and strengthen 
the piety of her children. Indeed, the careful 
study of the Roman Missal will afford the sweet- 
est and most convincing testimony of the Divine 
economy in the establishment and protection of 
the Church. The Masses and ceremonies of Lent, 
Holy Week, Advent, and Quatuortence, furnish 
not only food for piety, but for deep religious in- 
struction ; whilst the Sundays and Movable Fes- 
tivals afford matter for the history of our Lord’s 
life, and of the formation and direction of the 
Charch which is his Kingdom upon the Earth. 

In the edition now published, many Masses ap- 
pear for the first time in the American reprint. 
The Masses devoted to the Fridays of Lent, to the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus, and the various Festivals 
of the Blessed Virgin, as also of St. Alphonsus 
Liguori, will. be found in the Appendix. The 
Calendar for each month is re-arranged, and a 
table of General Contents has been added. - 

To understand the end and beauty of the Catho- 
lio Liturgy, there can be no more appropriate or 
practical book than the Roman Missal in the 
English language; and it is hoped that the pre- 
‘sent volume will fully satisfy the pious and in- 
quiring mind.

INTRODUC1.ON. 


Ml the Scriptural parts which in the Original Latin are 
taken from the Vulgate, have, in this Edition been faith 
fully compared with, and made literally conformable te 
the received and approved Version of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, as revised edited. by the Right Rev. and Ven 
Dr. Richard Challoner, of learned and pious memory. 


Tux Prayers and portions of Holy Scripture, of which 
the Mass, or Liturgy of the Catholic Church, is com- 
d, are in part unalterably the same, and partly dif- 
erent every day: those that are fixed and invariable, are 
contained in what is called the OnDixARY oF THE Mass, 
from pages xv. to xlvii. inclusively; and the change- 
able or proper parts, (viz. the Introits, COoLLECTS, 
Eristtes and Lessons, Grapuats and Tracts, Gos- 
Pets, OFFERTORIES, SECRETS, Communions and Posr- 
coMMUNIONS) form the subsequent contenta of the book. 
But as the Preracexs are not so frequently subject to 
change, they follow each other in regular succession in 
the Ordinary. 

The Ecclesiastical Year, with respect to the Sundays 
and Moveable Feasts, commences with the rirst Sun- 
DAY of Apvent, and closes on the Last Sunpay after 
Pextecost; and with regard to the Festivals of the 
Saints, from the Feast of St. ANDREW, the 30th of No- 
vember, to the Eve of the same Festival the year follow. 
nt inclusively. 

n order therefore to find out the proper Mass of the 
day, look for that day of the month in the Calendar, op- 
posite to which may be seen a reference to the page 
wherein it is contained; and if a Double should fall on 
a Sunday, then the Mass of the Double is said insteaa 
of the Mass of the Sunday, except it be a Sunday of 


tv. of Lxrsr It mus‘ however be remarked that the 
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Gospels for Sundays thus superseded by Doubles are 
never omitted, but always recited (instead of St. Juuw's 
GosPEL) at the END or Mass; and also that a Commem- 
oration of the Sunday, by its proper CoLLect, Srcret, 
and Postcommunion, is always made immediately after 
the Collect, &c. of the Festival. 

But as it sometimes happens that a Double is trans- 
ferred to a future vacant day, on account of the Octave 
of some festival of higher rank intervening, then the dif- 
ficulty of finding out such transferred festival, may be 
easily -emoved te consulting the Laity's Directory, pub- 
lished as a guide to the morning, as well as the evening 
service of the church. 

As references are frequently made to the Common of 
Saints, commencing at p. 459, to the Proper of Saints, 
beginning with p. E21, and continuing in regular pro- 
gression to the end of the Ecclesiastical Year; the read- 
er will find the Masses thus referred to, designated by 
numerical letters, from No. I. to XXI. inclusively: Be 
it therefore observed, that on whatever day of the month 
these numerical references appear in the Calendar, or 
General Index, it denotes that the Mass thereof (having 
no proper parts assigned to it) is taken entirely from the 
Common Mass referred to: but should any exceptions 
occur, they are stated in a parenthesis. 

Commemorations are made by the addition of a Cor- 
LecT, Secret and Postcommunion, to those that are 
eid to the feast ofthe day. When therefore the word 

OLLECT, with an &c. annexed thereto, appears in 
the Rubrics, the &c. denotes that its proper Secret and 
Postcommunion are also comprehended.

SUMMARY JF THE RUBRICS,

. I. The Mass consists of several geruons, some ot which 
are always the same, and some of which vary ou several 
Occasions. 

II. That part which does not vary is called ‘‘ the ordi- 
nary of the mass,’’ and may be found in its proper place, 
after. the office of holy Saturday, that is the Saturday next 
before Easter Sunday. 

III. That part which varies, consiste of the Introit, Col- 
lecte, Epistle, with its accompaniments, Gospel, Offer- 
tory, Secrets, Preface, Communion and Post Cotnmu- 
nion, and they may be found, in their proper place as de- 
scribed below. 

1. The prefaces are all found together between that 
part of the Ordinary of the Mass which immediately pre- 
cedes the Secrets, and the Canon, and each preface has 
its proper title, by which it may be easily known. 

IV. The Church celebrates her offices either according 
to the time of the year, or for the festival of some Saint; 
er for some particular occasion. 

V. The year begins with the first Sunday of Advent, af- 
ter Advent is the festival of Christmas, on the eighth day 
after which is the Circumcision, next is the Epiphany, 
after which the Sundays are numbered, first, second, &c., 
to Septuagesima Sunday ; then the Sundays of Sexagesi- 
ma, and Quinquagesima, the Wednesday next after which 
is Ash Wednesday the first day in Lent, in which there 
are proper masses for every day; the fifth Sunday of 
Lent, is called Passion Sunday, the next ug. i) ie 

vil 
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the week of whicl: iscalled the greater week ; this is fol- 
lowed by Easter Sunday and the Easter week ; the next 
Sunday is called Low Sunday, which is the first after 
Easter. Between Easter and the Ascension are fivo Sun- 
days, which after Low Sunday are numbered the second, 
third, &c., after Easter. Monday, Tuesday and Wednes- 
after the fifth of these are called Rogation days. Thurs- 
day is the feast of the Ascension ; ten days after which is 
Pentecost or Whit Sunday, with its week; the next 
Surday is Trinity Sunday, which is of course the first 
after Pentecost ; the Thursday following, which is the fes- 
tival of the most holy Eucharist, commonly called Corpus 
Christi. From this the Sundays are numbered, Second, 
third, &c., after Pentecost to advent, which commences 
the next year. 

VI. The festivals of the saints begin with the vigil or 
eve of St. Andrew the Apostle, which is the 29th of No- 
vember, and proceed regularly through the days of the 
month, until the round of the entire year is made, unto the 
98th of the same month. 

VII. The offices for particular occasions are celebrated, 
for the dedication of a ehurch, for choosing a Pope, on the 
anniversary of the bishop’s consecration, for the dead, &c. 

VII. On every da in the year, except Good Friday, 
Mass can be celebrated. 

IX. The particular portions of the liturgy ste to be 
enc by knowing what office is celebrated on that parti- 
cular day. 

X. Sometimes the festival of a saint occurs on the same 
day when some office according to the time of the year 
should be celebrated. 

XI. To regulate this, the offices of the time and of the 
feativals have been classified. 

XII. The classes are doubles of the lst and of the 2d 
class: greater doubles, plain doubles, semi-doubles, and 
simples ; and their precedence when they concur, is regu- 
lated by the class to which each belongs. 

XIII. The Mass is generally celebrated of that which 
holds the highest rank. 

XIV. The Missal is regulated according to the order of 
paragraphs, V. VI. and VII. II. and III. 

‘The variable parta of the Masses according to the time 
of the year, from Advent to Easter are found placed first ; 
then the ordinary of the Mass, with the prefaces, as mark- 
ed in clause L; then the variable parts of the Mass, 
from Easter to Advent. After this the variable parts of: 
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the Mass on the several festivals of thesaints which have 
proper variable parts, in their order from the vigil of St. 
Andrew, uninterruptedly throughout the year, with the 
exception of those days from the 25th of December to the 
1st of January, which variable parts for festivals are 
found in their proper places between Christmas and Epi- 
phany, in the part of the Mass of the time; then the 
proper Masses for particular occasions, are placed after 
the common of saints. . 

XV. The variable parts of the Mass for the festivals of 
the saints, are either proper or common. 

XVI. The proper for saints, is that variable part which 
hes been specially compiled, and appointed for the parti- 
cular Masses, on the festivals of those individuals, and is 
said only on their special festivals, and is always found 
under the day of the month when that feast is celebrated. 
. XVII. The common of saints, is that variable part which 
is said on the different festivals of various saints of the 
same description, or class. | 

XVIII. The saints whose festivals are celebrated, are 
divided into classes, according to their various situations, 
or works or sufferings. Apostles, martyrs, confessors 
who were bishops, confessors who were not bishops, vir- 
gins, holy women, &c. 

XIX. After the proper Masses of the saints, and before 
the Masses for particular occasions are placed the variable 
fare of Masses for the common of saints, under the fol- 

wing several heads for their proper classes, viz.: 1. For 
the vigil of an apostle. 2. Of a martyr bishop, another of 
the same. 3. Of a martyr not bishop, another of the same. 
4. Of martyrs within the Paschal time. 5. Of many mar- 
Ph in the Paschal time. 6. Of many martyrs without the 

'aschal time, two others of the same. 7. Of a confessor 
bishop, another of the same. 8. Of doctors. 9. Of a con- 
fessor not bishop, another of the same. 10. Of abbots. 11, 
Of virgins martyrs, another of the same. 12. Of many 
virgins martyrs. 13. Of a virgin only, another of the same. 
14. Of holy women, not virgins but martyrs. 15. Of a 
holy woman, neither martyr nor "nmm : 

X. After the Masses for particular occasions are seve 
ral Collects, Secrets and Post-communions, for special pur 
poses, which will be known by looking to their titles. 

2. When the office is known, if it be of the time, loob 
fcr it in its proper place, vasa Rs the time of the yea. 
as in paseg raph V. and you will find its variable parts,— 
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these, together with the Ordinary of the Mass, will give 
you the entire liturgy of the Mass of the day. 

3. If the Mass be of a saint, look for the day of the month 
in its place, according to paragraph VI; if there be a pro- 
per Mass, you will find there its variable parts; if there 
be not a proper Maas, you will find a reference to the Mass 
in the Common of saints, as in as be h XIX. where 
those variable parts will be had.—Look for that common 
Mass, and by combining its variable parts with the ordi- 
nary, the liturgy will be found. "bf 

4. Sometimes part of the variable portion is taken from 
the proper, as in the day of the month, and from the com- 
mon as described in paragraph XIX.; then the three parts 
must be combined by reading all that is found in the proper 
under the day of the Gort, and the remainder of the 
variable part from the common Mass, and combining 
them with the ordinary of the Mass. . 

5. Sometimes a Commemoration is made; that is, pe 
Collect, Secret and Post-communion of one festival, o. 
a lesser denomination, are said after those of the Mass 
of the day,—they are to be found as you would look for 
the variable part of the Mass of the festival to which 
they belong, under the day of the month if they be pro- 
per, or, if not, in the common Mass to which that place 
refers. If the Commemoration be of a Sunday, or any 
other day, the Mass of which is found in that part regu. 
lated according to the time, the Collect, Secret or Post- 
communion, will be found in the proper place according 
to time. 

6. When a final Mass is to be celebrated, which hap- 
pens on a day which has no proper Mass assigned there- 
fore, either by the day of the month or by the proper of 
time, the Mass ef the preceding Sunday is said , Without 
the Gloria in ezcelsis or the Creed. 

XXI. The moveable feasts are all those comprehend- 
ed in the enumeration óf paragraph V. with the exception 
of Christmas, the Circumcision and Epiphany. 'They are 
called moveable, because they are not on fixed day. of 
the month, but move from day to day, as does the festi- 
val of Easter, on which they depend, and which is regula- 
ted by the phases of the moon; being celebrated on the 
first Sunday wbich follows the fourteenth day after the 
first new moon immediately after the vernal equinox. 

7. A Table of those moveable feasts, for a number of 
years, is given to assist the person using this Missal. 
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XXII. There are six Sundays marked after Epiph 
before Septuagesima Sunday, sometimes Easter hapr 
ing very early, only three or four of those Sundays 
tervene,—the others are then omitted, and the office 
Septuagesima taken up on its proper day. 

XXIII. There are twenty-four Sundays marked 
tween Pentecost and Advent; when Easter is ea 
Pentecost is early of course, and a greater number 
Sundays than twenty-four intervene before Advent. '

This promise was renewed 
to Abraham, confirmed to Isaac, determined to the tribe 
of Juda, fixed in the house of David; and lastly, the time 
of its perfect accomplishment was exactly calculated by 
the prophet Daniel.

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They are the seed of Abraham: soam I. They are 
the ministers of Christ (I speak as one less wise) I 
am more: in many more labours, in prisons more 
frequently, in stripes above measure, in deaths often. 
Of the Jews five times did I receive forty stripes, save 
one, Thrice was I beaten with rods, once I was 
stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck; a night and a 
day I was in the depth of the sea. In journeying 
often, in perils of waters, in perils of robbers, in 
perils from my own nation, in perils from the Gen- 
tiles, in perils in the city, in perils in the wilderness, 
in perils in the sea, in perils from false brethren. 
In labour and painfulness, in much watchings, in 
hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in cold and na- 
kedness. Besides these things which are without: 
my daily instance, the solicitude for all the churches. 
Who is weak, and 1 am not weak? Who is scan- 
dalized, and I am not on fire? If I must needs 
glory: I will glory of the things that concern my 
infirmity. The God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who is blessed for ever, knoweth that I lie 
not. Át Damascus the governor of the nation under 
Aretas the king guarded the city of the Damascenes, 
to apprehend me: and through a window in a basket 
was I let down by the wall, and so escaped his 
hands. [Chap. xii. 1.] If I must glory (it is not ex- 
pedient indeed :) but I will come to the visions and 
revelations of the Lord. I know a man in Christ 
about fourteen years ago, (whether in the body I 
know not, or out of the body, I know not, God know- 
eth,) such a one rapt even to the third heaven. And 
I know such a man (whether in the body, or out of 
the body, I cannot tell: God knoweth) how he was 
caught up into paradise; and heard secret words, 
which js not granted to man to utter. For sucha 
one I will glory ; but for myself I will glory nothing, 
but in my infirmities, For though I should have a 
mind to glory, I shall not be foolish: for I will say 
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the truth. But 1 forbear, lest any man sr,^ukd think of 
me above that which he seeth in me, or uny thing he 
heareth from me. And lest the greatness of the reve- 
lations should lift me up, there was given me a sting 
of my flesh, an angel of Satan, to buffet me. For 
which thing I thrice besought the Lord, that it might 
depart from me: and he said to me: My grace is 
sufficient for thee: for power is made perfect in 
infirmity. Gladly therefore will I glory in my infir- 
mities, that the power of Christ may dwell in me. 


GRAD. Ps. Ixxxii.—Let the Gentiles know that 
God is thy name: thou alone art the Most High over 
al the earth. 7. O my God, make them like a 
wheel ; and as stubble before the wind.

When 1 was a child, I 
spoke as a child, I understood as a child, I thought 
as achild. But when I became a man, I put away 
the things of a child. We now sce through a glasa 
in a dark manner; but then face to face. Now 1 
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know in part: but then I shall know, even as I am 
known. And now there remain faith, hope, cba- 
rity, these three: but the greatest of these is 
charity.

ASH-WEDNESDAY. 


pul ceremony of applying ashes, in the form of a 
cross, to the heads of the faithful on this day, isa 
relick of the ancient discipline of the Church which, at 
the beginning of Lent, subjected public and scandalous 
sinners to public and canonical penance. The priest, 
(having first heard their confession, clothed them with 
sackcloth—laid ashes on their heads, and sprinkled them 
with holy water) recited aloud over them the seven Peni- 
tential Psalms, assisted therein by all the clergy lyin 
prostrate on the ground. After the procession in which 
they walked bare-foot in the penitential dress above de- 
scribed, they were turned out of the Church, not to bd 
again admitted to assist at the sacred mysteries, till 
Maunday-Thursday. The Church doors were then shut, 
and the Mass of the faithful began. 
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Though public penances are not so frequent as they 
formerly were, the Council of Trent expressly orders 
them for public crimes, Sess. xxiv. c 8. de Reform. And 
the directions given in the Roman Ritual, de Sacram 
Penit. are: ‘ Let not the priest absolve those who have 
given public scandal, till they have made public satisfac- 
tion, and removed the scandal.” 

We are therefore to perform this holy ceremony with 
an humble and contrite soul, with a firm resolution of 
entering upon penitential practices in order to punish 
our sins, and to satisfy for them in a manner that may 
bear some proportion to the enormity of our offences.

Is not this 
rather the fast that I have chosen ? loose the hands of 
wickedness, undo the bundles that oppress, let them 
that are broken go free, and break asunder every 
burden. Deal thy bread to the hungry, and bring 
the needy and the harbourless into thy house: 
when thou shalt see one naked, cover him, and 
despise not thy own flesh. Then shall thy light 
break forth as the morning, and thy health shall 
speedily arise, and thy justice shall go before thy 
face, and the glory of the Lord shall gather thee up. 
Then shalt thou call, and the Lord shall hear: thou 
shalt cry, and he shall say; Here I am, for I the 
Lord thy God am merciful.

let us go to Dothain. And Joseph went forward 
after his brethren, and found them in Dothain. And 
when they saw him afar off, before he came nigh 
them, they thought to kill him: and said one to 
another, Behold the dreamer cometh, come let us 
kill him, and cast him into some old pit; and we 
will say: some evil beast hath devoured him; and 
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then it shall appear what his dreams avail him.

Therefore I say to you, the kingdom 
of God shall be taken from you, and shall be given 
to a nation yielding the fruits thereof. And whoso- 
ever shall fall on this stone, shall be broken: but on 
whomesoever it shall fall, it shall grind him to powder. 
And when the chief priests and pharisees had hear 
his parables, they knew that he spoke of them. 
And seeking to lay hands on him, they feared the 
multitudé : because they held him as a prophet.

And Isaac said: Come hither, that 1 
may feel thee my son, and may prove whether thou 
be my son Esau or no: He came near to his father, 
and when he had felt him, Isaac said: 'l'he. voice 
indeed is the voice of Jacob, but the hands, are the 
hands of Esau. And he knew him not, because his 
hairy bands make him like to the elder. 'Then bles- 
sing him, he said: Art thou my son Esau ? . He an- 
swered: Iam. Thenhe said: Bring me the meats of 
thy hunting, my son, that my soul may bless thee. And 
when they were brought and he had eaten, he of- 
fered him wine also, which after he had drunk, he 
said to him: Come near me, and give me a kiss, 
my son. He came near, and kissed him. And im- 
mediately as he smelled the fragrant smell of his 
garments, blessing him, he said: Behold the smell 
of my son is as the smell of a plentiful field, which 
the Lord hath blessed. God give thee of the dew of 
heaven, and of the fatness of the earth, abundance 
of corn and wine. And let peoples serve thee, and 
tribes worship thee: be thou lord of thy brethren, 
and let thy mother's children bow down before 
thee. Cursed be he that curseth thee: and let him 
that blesseth thee be filled with blessings. Isaac had 
scarce ended his words, when Jacob being now gone 
out abroad, Esau came, and brought in to his father 
meats made of what he had taken in hunting, say- 
ing: Arise, my father, and eat of thy son's venison : 
that thy soul may bless me. And Isaac said to him: 
Why! who art thou? He answered: I am thy 
first-born son Esau. Isaac was struck with fear, 
and astonished exceedingly : and wondering beyond 
whut can be believed, said: Who is he that even 
now brought me venison that he had taken, and I 
ate of ali before thou camest? and I have blessed 
him, and he shall be blessed. Esau having heard his 
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father’s words, roared out with a great cry: and 
being in a consternation, said: Bless me also, my 
father. And he said: Thy:brother came dcceitfully 
and got thy blessing.’ But he said again: Rightly is 
his:name called Jacob: for he hath supplanted me 
lo this second ‘time: my first birth-right he took 
away before, and now this second time he hath 
stolen away my blessing. And again he said to his 
father: Hast thou not reserved me also a blessing ? 
Isaac answered : I have appointed him thy lord, and 
have made all his brethren his servants: I have esta- 
blished him with corn and oil, and after this, what 
shall I do more for thee my son? And Esau said to 
him: Hast thou only one blessing, father?

And when he wept with 
aloud cry, Isaac being moved, said to him: In the 
fat of the earth, and in the dew of heaven from 
above shall thy blessing be.

And 
they began to be merry. Now his eldest son was in 
the field: and when he came and drew nigh to the

- one of the servants, and asked what these things 
meant. And he said to him: Thy brother is come, 
and thy father hath killed the fatted calf, because he 
hath received him safe. And he was angry, and 
would not go in. His father therefore coming out 
began to entreathim. And he answering, said to his 
father: Behold, for so many years do I serve thee, and 
] have never transgressed thy commandments, and yet 
thou hast never given me a kid to make merry with 
my friends: but as soon as this thy son is come, who 
hath devoured his substance with harlots, thou hast 
killed for him the fatted calf. But he said to him: 
Son, thou art always with me, and all I have is 
thine. But it was fit we should make merry and be 
glad, for this thy brother was dead, and is come 
to life again; he was lost and is found.

And when he is come, he 
findeth it swept and garnished. Then he goeth and 
taketh with him seven other spirits more wicked than 
himself, and entering in they dwell there. And the 
last state of that man becometh worse than the first. 
And it came to pass, as he spoke these things, a 
certain woman from the crowd lifting up her voice, 
said to him: Blessed is the womb that bore thee, 
and the paps that gave thee suck. But he said: 
Yea rather, blessed are they who hear the word of 
God, and keep it. Crepo.

And 
she said to her mistress: I wish my master had been 
with the prophet that is in Samaria: he would cer- 
tainly have healed him of the leprosy which he 
hath. Then Nauman went into his lord, and told 
him, saying: Thus and thus saith the girl, that came 
from the land of Israel. And the King of Syria 
said to him: Go, and I will send a letter to the 
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King of Israel. And he departed, and took with 
him ten talents of silver, and six thousand pieces of 
gold, and ten changes of raiment, and brought 
the letter to the king of Israel, in these words: 
When thou shalt receive this letter, know that I have 
sent to thee Naaman my servant, that thou mayest 
heal him of his leprosy. And when the king of 
Israel had read the letter, he rent his garments, and 
said: Am I God, to he able to kill and to give liie, 
that this man hath sent to me, to heal a man of his 
leprosy? mark, and see how he seeketh occasions 
against me. And when Eliseus the man of God had 
heard this, to wit, that the king of Israel had rent 
his garments, he sent to him, saying; Why hast 
thou rent thy garments? let him come to me and 
let him know that there is a prophet in Israel. So 
Naaman came with his horses and chariots, and 
stood at the door of the house of Eliseus: and Eli- 
seus sent a Pepe d to him, saying ; Go and wash 
seven times in the Jordan, and thy flesh shall recover 
health, and thou shalt be clean. Naaman was an- 
gry, and went away, saying: I thought he would 
have come out to me, and standing would have in- 
voked the name of the Lord his God, and touched 
with his hand the place of the leprosy, and healed 
me. Are not the Abana, and the Pharphar, rivers 
of Damascus, better than all the waters of Israel, 
that I may wash in them, and be made clean? So 
as he turned, and was going away with indignction, 
his servants came to him, and said to him: Father, 
if the prophet had bid thee do some great thing, 
surely thou shouldst have done it: how much rather 
what he now hath said to thee: Wash, and thou 
shalt be clean? ‘Then he went down, and washed 
in the Jordan seven times, according to the word of 
the man of God ; and his flesh was restored, like the 
flesh of a little child, and was made clean. And 
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returning to the man of God with all his train, he 
came and stood before him, and said: In truth I 
know there is no other God in all the earth, but 
only in Israel.

being satisfied, they may cease to murmur. And 
the glory of the Lord appeared over them. And 
the Lord vp to Moses saying: Take the rod 
and assemble the people together, thou and Aaron 
thy brother, and speak to the rock before them, and 
it shall yield waters. And when thou hast brought 
forth water out of the rock, all the multitude and 
their cattle shall drink. Moses therefore took tho 
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rod, which was before the Lord, as he had com- 
manded him, and having gathered together the mul- 
titude before the rock, he said to them: Hear, ye 
rebellious and incredulous: can we bring you forth 
water out of this rock? And when Moses had lifted 
up his hand, and struck the rock twice with the 
rod, there came forth water in great abundance, so 
that the people and their cattle drank. And the 
Lord said to Moses and Aaron: Because you have 
not believed me, to sanctify me before the children 
of Israel, you shall not bring these people into the 
land which I will give them. "This is the water of 
contradiction, where the children of Israel strove 
with words against the Lord, and he was sanctified 
in them.

GOSPEL. John iv. 5. 41.—At that time; 
Jesus came to a city of Samaria which is called 
Sichar; near the land which Jacob gave to his 
son Joseph. Now Jacob’s well was there. Jesus 
therefore being wearied with his journey, sat thus 
on the well. ja was about the sixth hour. There 
cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water. Jesus 
saith to her: Give meto drink. (For his disciples 
were gone into the city to buy meats) "Then that 
Samaritan woman saith to him: How dost thou, 
being a Jew, ask of me to drink, who am a Sa- 
maritan woman? For the Jews do not communi- 
cate with the Samaritans. Jesus answered, and said 
to her: If thou didst know the gift of God, and 
who he is that saith to thee, Give me to drink; thou 
perhaps wouldst have asked of him, and he would have 
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iven thee living water. The woman saith to him, 
Sir, thou hast nothing wherein to draw, and the 
well is deep: from whence then hast thou living 
water? Art thou greater than our father Jacob, who 
gave us the well, and drank thereof himself, and 
his children, and his cattle? Jesus answered and 
said to her: Whosoever drinketh of this water, shall 
thirst again: but he that shall drink of the water 
that I shall give him, shall not thirst for ever. But 
the water that I shall give him, shall become in him 
a fountain of water springing up into life everlast- 
ing. The woman saith to him: Sir, Give me this 
water, that I may not thirst, nor come hither to 
draw. Jesus saith to her: Go, call thy husband, 
and come hither. The woman answered, and said: 
I have no husband. Jesus saith to her: Thou hast 
said well, I have no husband: for thou hast had five 
husbands: and he whom thou now hast, is not thy 
husband. This thou hast said truly. The woman 
saith to him: Sir: I perceive that thou art a prophet. 
Our fathers adored on this mountain, and you say, 
that at Jerusalem is the place where men must adore. 
Jesus saith to her: Woman, believe me, the hour 
cometh, when you shall neither on this mountain, 
nor in Jerusalem, adore the Father. You adore 
that which you know not; we adore that which 
we know: for salvation is of the Jews But the 
hour cometh, and now is, when the true adorers 
shall adore the Father in spirit and in truth. For 
the Father also seeketh such to adore him. God is 
a spirit, and they that adore him, must adore him in 
spirit and in truth. The woman saith to him: I 
know that the Messias cometh (who is called Christ) 
therefore when he is come, he will tell us all things. 
Jesus saith to her: I am he, who am speaking with 
thee. And immediately his disciples came: and 
they wondered that he talked with the woman. Yet 
no man said: What seekest thou, or why talkest 
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thou with her? The woman therefore left her 
water-pot, and went her way into the city, and saith 
to the men there: Come,and see a man who hath 
told me all things whatsoever I have done. Is not he 
the Christ? They went therefore out of the city, and 
came unto him. In the mean time the disciples pray- 
ed him, saying: Rabbi, eat. But he said to them: 1 
have meat to eat which you know not of. The disci- 
ples therefore said one to another: Hath any mar 
brought him to eat? Jesus saith to them: My meat 
is to do the will of him that sent me, that I may 
perfect his work. Do not you say, there are yet four 
months, and then the harvest cometh? Behold I 
say to you, lift up your eyes, and see the countries, 
for they are white already to harvest. And he that 
reapeth, receiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto 
life everlasting: that both he that soweth, and he 
that reapeth may rejoice together. For in this is 
that saying true: that it is one man that soweth, and 
it is another that reapeth. I have sent you to reap 
that in which you did not labour: others have la- 
boured, and you have entered into their labours. 
Now of that city many of the Samaritans believed in 
him, for the word of the woman giving testimony : 
he told me all things whatsoever I have done. So when 
the Samaritans were come to him, they desired him 
that he would tarry there. And he abode there two 
days. And many more believed in him because of 
his own word. And they said to the woman: We 
now believe, not for thy saying: for we ourselves 
have seen him, and know that he is indeed the Saviour 
of the world.

LESSON. Dan. xii. 1. 62. — In those days: 
There was a man that dwelt in Babylon, and his 
name was Joakim: and he took a wite whose name 
was Susanna, the daughter of Helcias, a very beau- 
tiful woman, and one that feared God. For her 
parents being just, had instructed their daughter 
according to the law of Moses. Now Joakim was 
very rich, and had an orchard near his house; and 
the Jews resorted to him, because he was the most 
honourable of them all. And there were two of 
the ancients of the people appointed judges that 
year, of whom the Lord said: Iniquity came out 
from Babylon from the ancient judges, that seemed to 

overn the people. These men frequented the 

ouse of Joakinn, and all that had any matiers ot 
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judgment came to them. And when the people 
departed away at noon, Susanna went in, and 
walked in her husband’s orchard. And the old 
nien saw her going in every day, and walking: 9nd 
thev were inflamed with lust towards her: and tie 

perverted their own mind, and turned away their 
eyes that they might not look unto heaven, nor 
remember just judgments. So they were both 
wounded with the love of her, yet they did not 
meke known their grief one to the other: for they 
were ashamed to declare to one another their lust, 
being desirous to have to do with her: and they 
watched carefully every day to see her. And one 
said to the other: Let us nqw go home, for it is din- 
ner time. So going out they departed one from ano- 
ther. And turning back again, they came both to 
the same place: and asking one another the cause, 
they acknowledged their lust: and then they agreed 
together upon a time when they might find her 
alone. And it fell out, as they watched a fit day, 
she went in on a time, as yesterday and the day be- 
fore, with two maids only, and was desirous to 
wash herself in the orchard: for it was hot weather 
And there was nobody there, but the two old men 
that had hid themselves and were considering her. 
So she said to the maids: Bring me oil, and wash- 
ing balls, and shut the doors of the orchard, that I 
may wash me. And they did as she bade them: 
and they shut the doors of the orchard, and went 
out by a back door to fetch what she had com- 
manded them, and they knew not that the elders 
were hid within. Now when the maids were gone 
forth, the two elders arose, and ran to her, and 
said: Behold the doors of the orchard are shut, 
and nobody seeth us, and we are in love with thee, 
wherefore consent to us, and lie with us, But if 
thou wilt not, we will bear witness against 
thee, that a young man was with thee, and there- 
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fore thou didst send away thy maids from thee. 
Susanna sighed, and said: I am straitened on every 
side: for if I do this thing, it is death to me: 
and if I do it not, I shall not escape your hands. 
But it is better for me to fall into your hands with- 
out doing it, than to sin in the sight of the Lord. 
With that Susanna cried out with a loud voice: and 
the elders also cried out against her. And one of 
them ran to the door of the orchard, and opened 
it. So when the servants of the house heard the 
cry in the orchard, they rushed in by the back door, 
to see what was the matter. But after the old men 
had spoken, the servants were greatly ashamed, for 
never had there been any such word said of Susanna. 
And on the next day, when the people were come 
to Joakim her husband, the two elders also came, 
full of their wicked device against Susanna, to put 
her to death. And they said before the people: 
Send to Susanna, daughter of Helcias, the wife of 
Joakim. And they presently sent. And she came 
with her parents, and children, and all her kindred. 
Now Susanna was exceeding delicate, and beautiful 
to behold. But those wicked men commanded that 
her face should be uncovered (for she was covered) 
that so at least they might be satisfied with her 
beauty. Therefore her friends and all her acquain- 
tance wept. But the two elders, rising up in the 
midst of the people, laid their hands upon her head. 
And she weeping looked up to heaven, for her heart 
had confidence jn the Lord. And the elders said: 
As we walked in the orchard alone, this woinan 
‘came in with two maids, and shut the doors of the 
orchard, and sent away the maids from her. Then 
a young man that was there hid, came to her, and 
lay with her. But we that were in the corner of 
the orchard, seeing this wickedness, ran up to 
them, and we saw them lie together. And as for 
him we could not take him, because he was 
stronger than we, and opening the doors he leaped 
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out but having taken this woman, we asked who 
the young man was, but she would not tell us: of 
this thing we are witnesses. The multitude believed 
them, as being the elders and judges of the people, 
and they condemned her to death. Then Susan- 
na eried out with a loud voice, and said: O eternal 
God, who knowest hidden things, who knowest all 
things before they come to pass, thou knowest that 
they have borne false witness against me: and be- 
hold I must die, whereas I have done none of these 
things, which these men have maliciously forged 
against me. And the Lord heard her voice. And 
when she was led to be put to death, the Lord 
raised up the holy spirit of a young boy, whose 
name was Daniel: and he cried out with a loud 
voice: I am clear from the blood of this woman. 
Then al the people turning towards him, said: 
What meaneth this word that thou hast spoken? 
But he standing in the midst of them said: Are ye 
so foolish, ye children of Israel, that without exam- 
ination or knowledge of the truth, ye have con- 
demned a daughter of Israel? Return to judgment, 
for they have borne false witness against her. So all 
the people turned again in liaste, and the old men 
said to him: Come and sit thou down among us, 
and shew it us: seeing God hath given thee the ho- 
hour of old age. And Daniel said to the people. 


^ Separate these two far from one another, and I will 


examine them. So when they were put asunder one 
frem the other, he called one of them and said to 
hin: O thou that art grown old in evil days, now 
are thy sins come out which thou hast committed 
before: in judging unjust judgments, oppressing the 
innocent, and letting the guilty go free, whereas 
the Lord saith: the innocent and the just thou shalt 
not kil. Now then, if thou sawest her, tell me 
under what tree thou sawest them conversing to- 
gether. He said: under a mastick tree. And Daniel 
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said: Well hast thou lied against thy own head 

for behold the angel of God having received the 
sentence of him, shall cut thee in two. And having 
put him aside, he commanded that the other should 
come, and he said to him: O thou seed of Cha 

naan, and not of Juda, beauty hath deceived thee 
and lust hath perverted thy heart: thts did you doas 
to the daughters of Israel, and they for fear convers- 
ed with you; but a daughter of Juda would nut 
abide your wickedness. Now, therefore, tell me under 
what tree didst thou take thein conversing together? 
And he answered: under a holm tree. And Daniel 
said to him: Well hast thou also lied against thy 
own head; for the angel of the Lord waiteth with a 
sword to cut thee in two, and to destroy thee. 
With that all the assembly cried out with a loud 
voice, and they blessed God, who saveth them that 
trust in him. And they rose up against the two el- 
ders (for Daniel had convicted them of false witness 
by their own mouth) and they did to them as they 
had maliciously dealt against their neighbour, to 
fulfil the law of Moses: and they put them to 
death, and innocent blood was saved in that day.

In like manner also of the fishes, as much as they 
would, and when they were filled, he said to his dis- 
ciples: Gather up the fragments that remain, lest 
they be lost. ‘They gathered up therefore, and filled 
twelve baskets with the fragments of the five barley 
loaves, which remained over and above to them that 
had eaten. Now these men, when they had seen what 
a miracle Jesus had done, said: This is of a truth 
the prophet that is to come into the world. Jesus 
therefore when he knew that they would come to 
take him by force and make him king, fled again 
into the mountain himself alone. Crepo.

Then saith the king: The 
one saith, my child is alive, and thy child is dead. 
And the other answereth, Nay, but thy child is 
dead, and mine liveth. The king therefore said: 
Briug mea sword. And when they had brought a 
sword before the king, divide, said he, the living 
child in two, and give half to the one, and half to 
the other. But the woman, whose child was alive, 
said to the king (for her bowels were moved upon 
her child), I beseech thee, my Lord, give her the 
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child alive and do not kill it. But the other said: 
Let it be neither mine nor thine, but divide it. The 
king answered and said: Give the living child to 
this woman, and let it not be killed, for she is the 
mother thereof. And all Israel heard the judgment 
which the king had judged, and they feared the 
king, seeing that the wisdom of God was in him to 
do judgment.

Now when he 
was at Jerusalem, at the pasch, upon the festival 
day, many believed in his name, seeing his signs 
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whico he did. But Jesus did not trust himself to 
them, because he knew all men, and because he 
needed not that any should give testimony of man, 
for he knew what was in man.

Remember Abraham, Isaac, and Israel 
thy servants, to whom thou sworest by thy own self, 
saying: I will multiply your seed as the stars of 
heaven: and this whole land that I have spoken of, 
1 will give to your seed, and you shall possess it for 
ever. And the Lord was appeased from doing 
the evil which he had spoken against his people.

V. We have heard, 
O God, with our ears; our fathers have declared to 
us the work thou hast wrought in their duys; in the 
days of old. 


GOSPEL. John vi. 14. 31.—.44 that time: 
About the midst of the feast, Jesus went up into the 
temple and taught. And the Jews wondered, say- 
ing: How doth this man know letters, having never 
learned? Jesus answered them, and said: My doc- 
trine is not mine, but his that sent me. If any man 
will do the will of him, he shall know of the doc- 
trine whether it be of God, or whether I speak of 
myself. He that speaketh of himself, seeketh his 
own glory: but he that seeketh the glory of him 
that sent him, he is true, and there is no’ injustice 
in him. Did not Moses give you the law ? and yet 
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nono of you keepeth the law. Why seek you t 
kill me? The multitude answered and said: Thou 
hast a devil: Who seeketh to kill thee? Jesus an- 
swered, and said to them: One work I have done: 
and you all wonder: therefore Moses gave you cir- 
cumcision: (not because it is of Moses, but of the 
fathers) and on the Sabbath-day you circumcise a 
man. If a man receive circumcision on the Sab- 
bath-day, that the law of Moses may not be bro- 
ken; are you angry at me, because I have healed 
the whole man on the Sabbath-day ? J udge not ac- 
cording to the appearance, but judge just Judgment. 
Some therefore of Jerusalem said: Is not this he 
whom they seek to kill? And behold he speaketh 
openly, and they say nothing to him. Have the 
rulers known for a truth that this is the Christ? But 
we know this man whence he is; but when the 
Christ cometh, no man knoweth whence he is. Jesus 
therefore cried out in the temple, teaching and say- 
ing: You both know me, and you know whence 1 
am: and [am not come of myself; but he that 
Sent me is true, whom you know not, I know 
him, because I am from him, and he hath sent me. 
They sought therefore to apprehend bim: and no 
man laid hands on him, because his hour was not 
vet come. But of the people many believed in him. 

OFFERT. Ps. xxxix.—With expectation I have 
waited for the Lord, and he hath looked upon me: 
and he heard my prayer; and hath put into my 
mouth a new canticle, a hymn to our God.

But 
others said: No, but he is like him. But he said: I 
amhe. "They said therefore to him : How were thine 
eyes opened? Heanswered: That man that is call- 
ed Jesus, made clay, and anointed mine eyes, and 
said to me: Go to the pool of Siloe, and wash. 
And I went, I washed, and I see. And they said 
to him: Where is he? He saith: I know not. 
They bring him that had been blind to the Phari- 
sees. Now it was the Sabbath, when Jesus made 
the elay, and opened his eyes. Again therefore the 
Pharisees asked nim how he had received his sight. 
But he said to them: He put clay upon my eyes, 
and 1 washed, and I see. Some therefore of the 
Pharisees said: this man is not of God who keep- 
eth not the Sabbath. But others said: How .an a 
man that is a sinner do such miracles? Axd_ there 
was a division among them. They say tierefore to 
the blind man again: What sayest thou of him that 
hath opened thy eyes? And he said: He is a pro- 

het The Jews then did not believe concerning 
bun that he had been blind, and had received his 
gight, until they called the parents of him that had 
received his sight, and asked them, saying: Is this 
your son, who you say was born blind? How thep 
doth he now see? His parents answered them, and 
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said: We know that this is our son, and that he was 
born blind: but how he now seeth we know not: 
or who hath opened his eyes we know not: ask 
himself; he is of age; let him speak for himself, 
‘These things his parents said, because they feared 
the Jews: for the Jews had already agreed among 
themselves, that if any man should confess him to 
be Christ, he should be put out of the synagogue. 
Therefore did his parents say: He is of age, ask 
him. They therefore called the man again that had 
been blind, and said to him: Give glory to God, 
We know that this man is asinner. He said then to 
them: If he be a sinner, I know not: one thing I 
know, that whereas I was blind, now I see. Then 
they said to him: What did he to thee? How did 
he open thy eyes? He answered them: I have told 
you already, and you have heard: why would you © 
hear it again: will you also become his disciples? 
They reviled him, therefore, and said: Be thou his 
disciple ; but we are the disciples of Moses. We 
know that God spoke to Moses: but as to this man, 
we know not from whence he is. The man an- 
swered, and said to them: Why, herein ia a wonder- 
ful thing, that you know not from whence he is, and 
he hath opened my eyes. Now we know that 
God doth not hear sinners ; but if a man be a server 
of God, and doth his will, him he heareth. From 
the beginning of the world it hath not been heard, 
that any man hath opened the eyes of one born 
blind. Unless this man were of God, he could not 
do any thing. They answered and said to him: 
Thou was wholly born in sins, and dost thou teach 
us? And they cast him out, Jesus heard that they had 
east him out; and when he had found him, he said 
to him: Dost thou believe in the Son of God? He 
answered, and said: Who is he, Lord, that I may 
believe in him? And Jesus said to him: Thou hast 
both seen him: and it is he that talketh with thee 
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And he said: I believe, Lord. And falling down, 
he adored him.

And he went up, and lay upon the 
child: and he put his mouth upon his mouth, and 
his eyes pu his eyes, and his hands upon his 
hands: and he bowed himself upon him, and the 
child's flesh grew warm. Then he returned and 
walked in the house, once to and fro: and he went 
up and lay upon him: and the child gaped seven 
times, and opened his eyes. And he called Giezi, 
and said to him: Call this Sunamitess. And she 
being called went in to him. And he said: "Take 
up thy son. She came and fell at his feet, and 
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worshipped upon the ground, and took up her son, 
and went out. And LEliseus returned to Galgal.

Rabbi, the Jews but now sought to stone thee, and 
goest thou thither oan ? Jesus answered: Are there 
not twelve hours of the day? Ifa man walk in the 
day, he stumbleth not, because he seeth the light of 
this world: but if he walk in the night he stumbleth. 
because the light is not in him. "These things he 
said: and after that he said to them: Lazarus our 
friend sleepeth ; but I go that I may awake him out 
of his sleep. His disciples therefore said: Lord, if 
he sleep he shall do well. But Jesus spoke of his 
death ; and they thought that he spoke of the repose 
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of sleep. Then therefore Jesus said to them pluinly: 
Lazarus is dead; and I am glad for your sakes, 
that I was not there, that you may believe: but 
let us go to him. ‘Thomas therefore, who is called 
Didymus, said to his fellow disciples. Let us also go, 
that we may die with him. Jesus therefore tame, 
and found that he had been four daysalready n the 
grave. (Now Bethania was near Jerusalem, about 
fifteen furlongs off.) And many of the Jews were 
come to Martha and Mary, to comfort them concern- 
ing their brother. Martha, therefore, as soon as she 
heard that Jesus was come, went to meet him; but 
Mary sat at home. Martha, therefore said to Jesus: 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother had not 
died; but now also I know, that whatsoever thou 
wilt ask of God, God will give it thee. Jesus saith 
to her: Thy brother shall rise again. Martha saith 
to him: I know that he shall rise again in the resur- 
rection at the last day. Jesus said to her: I am the 
resurrection and the life; he that believeth in me, 
although he be dead, shall live: and every one that 
liveth, and believeth in me, shall not die for ever 
Believest thou this? She saith to him: Yea, Lord, 
I have believed that thou art Christ, the Son of the 
living God, who art come into this world. And 
When she had said these things, she went, and called 
her sister Mary secretly, saying: The Master is 
come, and calleth for thee. She, assoon as she heard 

is riseth quickly, and cometh to him; for Jesus 
was not yet come into the town; but he was still in 
that place where Martha had met him. The Jews 
therefore, who were with her in the house, and 
comforted her, when they saw Mary that she rose 
up speedily, and went out, followed her saying: 
She goeth to the grave, to weep there. When Mary 
therefore was come where Jesus was, seeing him, 
she fell down at his feet, and saith to him; Lord, if 
thou hadst been here, my brother had not died.

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Jesus therefore, when he saw her weeping, and the 
Jews that were come with her, weeping, he groan- 
ed in the spirit, and troubled himself. And said: 
Where have you laid him? 'They say to him: Lord, 
come and see. And Jesus wept. The Jews there 
fore said: Behold how he loved him. But some of 
them said: Could not he, that opened the eyes of 
the man born blind, have caused that this man 
&hould not die? Jesus therefore again groaning in 
himself, cometh to the sepulchre; now it was a 
cave, and a stone was laid over it. Jesus saith: 
Take away the stone. Martha, the sister of him 
that was dead, saith: to him: Lord, by this time he 
stinketh, for it is now the fourth day. Jesus saith to 
her: Did not I say to thee, that if thou believe, 
thou shalt see the glory of God? They took there- 
fore the stone away: And Jesus lifting up his eyes, 
said: Father, I give thee thanks that thou hast 
heard me. And I know that thou hearest me al- 
ways, but because of the people who stand about 
have I said it, that they may believe that thou hast 
sent me. When he had said these things, he cried 
with a loud voice: Lazarus, come forth. And 
presently he that had been dead came forth, bound 
feet and hands with winding bands, and his face 
wes bound about with a napkin. Jesus said to 
them: Loose him and let him go. Many therefore 
of the Jews, who were come to Mary and Martha, 
oe had seen the things that Jesus did, believed in 
1im.

Aud on the next day a great 
multitude, that was come to the festival day, when 
they had heard that Jesus was coming to Jerusalem, 
took branches of palm trees, and went forth to meet 
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him, and cried. Hosanna, blessed is hé that someth 
in the name of the Lord, the King of Israe: And 
Jesus found a young ass, and sat upon it, as it is 
written: “Fear not, daughter of Sion: behold, thy 
King cometh sitting on an ass’s colt.” These things 
his disciples did not know at the first: but when 
Jesus was glorified, they then remembered that 
these things were written of him; and that they had 
done these things to him. The multitude therefore 
gave testimony, which was with him, when he called 
Lazarus out of the grave, and raised him from the 
dead. For which reason also the people came to 
meet him: because they heard he had done this 
miracle. The Pharisees therefore said among them- 
selves: Do you see that we prevail nothing ? behold, 
the whole world is gone after him. Now there 
were certain Gentiles among them that came up to 
adore on the festival day. These therefore came to 
Philip, who was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and de- 
sired him, saying: Sir, we would see Jesus. Philip. 
cometh, and telleth Andrew. Again Andrew and 
Philip told Jesus. But Jesus answered them, saying: 

ie hour is come that the Son of Man shall be 
glorified. Amen, amen, I say to you, unless the 
grain of wheat falling into the ground, die ; itself re- 
maineth alone. But if it die, it bringeth forth much 
fruit. He that loveth his life shall lose it: and he 
that hateth bis life in this world, keepeth it unto 
life eternal. If any man minister to. me, let him 
follow me: and where I am, there also shall my 
minister be. If any man minister to me, him will 
my Father honour. Now is my soul troubled. And 
what shall I say? Father, save me from this hour. 
But for this cause I came unto this hour. Father 
glorify thy name. A voice therefore came from hea- 
ven: “JT have both glorified it, and will glorify it 
again.” The multitude therefore that stood and 
heard, said that it thundered. Others said: An an- 
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gel spoke to him. Jesus answered, and said: This 
voice came not because of me, but for your sakes, 
Now is the judgment of the world: now shall the 
prince of this world be cast out. And I, if 1 be 
lifted up from the earth, will draw all things to my- 
self. (Now this he said signifying what death he 
should die.) The multitude answered him: We 
have heard out of the law, that Christ abideth for- 
ever; and how sayest thou: The Son of Man must 
be lifted up ? Who is this Son of Man? Jesus there- 
fore said to them: Yet a little while, the light is 
among you. Walk whilst you have the light, that 
the darkness overtake you not: and he that walketh 
in darkness knoweth not whether he goeth. Whilst 
you have the light, believe in the light, that you 
may be the children of light. These things Jesus 
spoke, and he went away and hid himself from them.

PALM-SUNDAY 
I? so called from the ceremony of blessing branche 
of Palms, Olives, or some other tree, to be distri 
buted among the faithful to carry in procession; in re 
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membrance of what the Jewish people did, when Jesus 
Christ, six days before his passion, made his triumphant 
entry into Jerusalem riding on an ass’s colt, as had been 
foretold by the prophet, and was received with the joy 
ful acclamations of the multitude, as well as those ot 
his disciples. 

Let us, therefore, assist at the ceremony of this day 
with recollection and piety: and whilst we bear the 
Palms in our hanas, let us adore him, who conquered 
hell by his death, and endeavour to partake of hia 
triumph, by overcoming sin, and every inclination 
contrary to the spirit of God. 

After sprinkling the Holy Water, as ueual on other 
Sundays, the Office begins thus: 

AwTHEM. Hosanna to the Son of David: blessed 
is he that cometh in the name of the Lord. O King 
of Israel: Hosanna in the highest.

The PASSION of our LORD JESUS CHRIST, 


according to Matt. xxvi. and xxvii. 


At that time ; Jesus said to his disciples: You 
know that after two days shall be the pasch, 
and the Son of Man shall be delivered up to be cru- 
cifed. Then were gathered together the chief 
priests and ancients of the people into the court of 
the high priest, who was called Caiphas: and they 
consulted together, that by subtilty they might ap- 
prehend Jesus, and put him to death. But they 
said: Not on the festival day, lest perhaps there 
should be a tumult amongst the people. And when 
Jesus was in Bethania, in the house of Simon the 
leper, there came to him a woman having an 
alabaster-box of precious ointment, and poured it 
on his head as he was at table. And the disciples 
seeing it, had indignation, saying: To what pur- 
pose is this waste ? For this might have been sold for 
much, and given to the poor. And Jesus knowing 
it said to them: why do you trouble this woman: 
for she has wrought a good work upon me. For the 
poor you have always with you, but me you have not 
always. For she, in pouring this ointment upon 
my body, hath done it for my burial. Amen, I say 
to you, wheresoever this gospel shall be preached in 
the whole world, that Ape which she hath done, 
shall be told for a femore of her. Then went one 
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uf the twelve, who was called Judas Iscariot, to the 
chief priests, and said to them: What will you give 
me, and I will deliver hiin unto you? But they ap- 
pointed him thirty pieces of silver. And from thence- 
forth he sought an opportunity to betray him. And 
on the first day of the Azymes the disciples came to 
Jesus, saying: Where wilt thou that we prepare for 
thee to eat the pasch? But Jesus said: Go ye into 
the city to a certain man, and say to him : ‘The Master 
raith my time is near at hand, I will keep the pasch 
at thy house with my disciples. And the disciples 
did as Jesus appointed to thern, and they prepared 
the pasch. Now when it was evening, he set 
down with his twelve disciples. And whilst they 
were eating, he said: Amen, I say to you, that one 
of you is about to betray me. And they being very 
much troubled, began every one to say: Is it I, 
Lord? But he answering said: He that dippeth his 
hand with me in the dish, he shall betray me. The 
Son of man indeed goeth, as it is written of him; 
but wo to that man, by whom the Son of Man shall 
be betrayed. It were better for him, if that man 
had not heen born. And Judas, that betrayed him, 
answering said: Is it 1, Rabbi? He saith to him: 
Thou hast said it. And whilst they were at supper, 
Jesus took bread, and blessed, and broke; and gave 
to lis disciples, and said: Take ye, and eat: this 
is my body. And taking the chalice he gave thanks: 
and gave to them, saying: Drink ye all of this. For 
this is my blood of the New Testament which shall 
be shed for many for the remission ofsins. AndIsay 
to you, I will not drink from henceforth of this 
fruit of the vine, until that day when I shall drink it 
new with you in the kingdom of my Father. Anda 
hymn being said, they went out into mount Olivet. 
Then Jesus said to them: All you shall be scanda- 
lized in me this night. For it is written: “I will 
strike the shepherd, and the sheep of the flock shall 
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be dispersed.” But after I shall be risen again, I 
wil go before you into Galilee. And Peter an 
swering, said to him: Although all sliall be scan- 
dalized in thee, I will never be scandalized. Jesus 
said to him: Amen, I say to thee, that in. tliis 
night, before the cock crow, thou wilt deny ine 
thrice. Peter saith to him: Yea, though 1] 
should die with thee, I will not deny thee. And 
in like manner said all the disciples. Then Jesus 
came with them into a country place which is 
called Gethsermani ; and he said to his disciples: Sit 
you here, till I go yonder, and pray. And taking 
with hiin Peter and the two sons of Zebedee, he 
began to grow sorrowful and to be sad. 'Tlien he 
saith to them: My soul is sorrowful even unto 
death: stay you here and watch with me. And 
going a little further he fell upon his face, praying 
and saying: My Father, if it be possible, let this 
chalice pass from me. Nevertheless, not as I will, 
but as thou wilt. And he cometh to his disciples, 
and findeth them asleep, and he saith to Peter: 
What? Could you not watch one hour with me, 
Watch ve, and pray that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion. The spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is 
weak. Again the second time he went, and pray- 
ed, saving: My Father, if this chalice may not pass 
away but I must drink it, thy will be done. And 
he cometh again, and findeth them sleeping ; for their 
eyes were heavy. And leaving them, he went 
again ; and he prayed the third time, saying the self- 
same words. "Then he cometh to his disciples, and 
saith to them: Sleep ye now, and take your rest: 
behold the hour is at hand, and the Son of Man 
shall be betrayed into the hands of sinners. Rise, 
let us go: behold he is at hand that will betray me. 
. As he yet spoke, behold Judas, one of the twelve, 
came, and with him a great multitude with swords 
and clubs, sent from the chief priests and the anci- 
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ents ofthe people. And he that had betrayed him, gave 
them a sign, saying: Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
is he, hold him fast. And forthwith coming to Je- 
sus, he said: Hail Rabbi And he kissed him. 
And Jesus said to him: Friend, whereto art thou 
come? ‘Then they came up and laid hands on Je- 
sus, and held him. And behold one of them that 
were with Jesus, stretching forth his hand, drew out 
his sword; and striking the servant of the high 
riest, cut off his ear. 'Then Jesus said to him: 

ut up again thy sword into its place; for all that 
take the sword, shall perish with thesword. 'Tbink- 
est thou that I cannot ask my Father, and he will 
give me presently more than twelve legions of 
angels? How then shall the scriptures be fulfilled, 
that so it must be done? In that same hour Jesus 
said to the multitude? You are come out as it were 
to a robber, with swords and clubs, to apprehend 
me. I sat daily with you teaching in the temple, 
and you laid not hands on me. Now all this was 
done, that the scriptures of the prophets might be 
fulfilled. 'Then the disciples all leaving him, fled. 
But they holding Jesus, led him to Caiphas the 
high priest, where the scribes and the ancients were 
assembled. And Peter followed him afar off, even 
to the court of the high-priest. And going in, he 
sat with the servazcs, that he might see the end. 
And the chief priee:s and the whole council sought 
false witness agaiust Jesus, that they might put him 
to death : and they found not, whereas many false 
witnesses had come in. And last of all there came 
two false witnesses ; and they said: This inan said, I 
am able to destroy the temple of God, and after 
three days to rebuild it. And the high-priest rising 
up, said to him: Answerest thou nothing to the 
things which these witness againstthee ? But Jesus 
held his peace. And the high-prie« said to him 
[ adjure thee by the living God, tha. «xou tell us if 
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thou be the Christ the Son of God. Jesus saith to 
him: Thou hast said it. Nevertheless I say to you, 
hereafter you shall see the Son of Man sitting on 
the right hand of the power of God, and coming in 
the clouds of heaven. Then the high-priest rent 
lis garments, saying: He hath blasphemed, what 
further need have we of witnesses? Behold, now 
you have heard the blasphemy: what think you? 
But they answering, said: He is guilty of death. 
Then did they spit in his face, and buffet him, 
and others struck his face with the palms of their 
hands, saying: Prophesy unto us, O Christ; who is 
he that struck thee? But Peter sat without in the 
court: and there came to him a servant-maid, say- 
ing: Thou also wast with Jesus the Galilean. But 
he denied before them all, saying: I know not what 
thou sayest. And as he went out of the gate, ano- 
ther maid saw him, and she saith to them that were 
there: This man also was with Jesus of Nazareth 
And again he denied with an oath: That I know 
not the man. And after a little while they came 
that stood by, and said to Peter: Surely thou also 
art one of them; for even thy speech doth discover 
thee. Then he began to curse and swear that he 
knew not the man. And immediately the cock 
crew. And Peter remembered the words of Jesus 
Which he had said: Before the cock crew, thou 
wilt deny me thrice. And going forth, he wept 
bitterly. And when morning was come, all the 
chief priests and ancients of the people took counsel 
against Jesus, that they might put him to death. 
And they brought him bound, and delivered him to 
Pontius Pilate the governor. Then Judas, who be- 
Irayed him, seeing that he was condemned, repent- 
log himself, brought back the thirty pieces of silver 
*0 the chief priests and ancients, saying: I have 
kinned, in betraying innocent blood. But they 
eud: What is that to us? look thou to it. And 
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casting down the pieces of silver in the temple, he 
departed, and went and hanged himself with an hal- 
ter. But the chief priests having taken the pieces 
of silver, said: It is not lawtul to put them into the 
carbona, because it i3 the price of blood. And aftu 
they had consulted together, they bought with them 
the potter’s field, to be a burying place for stran- 
gers. For this cause that field was called Hacel- 
dama, that is, the field of blood, even to this day. 
Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by Jere- 
mias the prophet, saying: “And they took the 
thirty pieces of silver, the price of him that was pri. 
ed, whom they prized of the children of Israel. And 
they gave them unto the potter's field, as the Lord 
appointed to me.” And Jesus stood before the go- 
vernor, and the governor asked him, saying: Art 
thou the king of the Jews? Jesus saith to him: 
Thou sayest it. And when he was accused by the 
chief priests and ancients, he answered nothing. Then 
Pilate saith to him: Dost thou not hear how great 
testimonies they allege against thee? And he an- 
swered him to never a word; so that the governor 
wondered exceedingly. Now upon the solemn day 
the governor was accustomed to release to the 

ple one prisoner, whom they would. And he had 
then a notorious prisoner, that was called Barabbas, 
They therefore being gathered together, Pilate said: 
Whom will you that I release to you, Barabbas, or 
Jesus that is called Christ? For he knew that for 
envy they had delivered him. Andas he was sitting 
ir the place of judgmYnt, his wife sent to him, say- 
ing: Have thou nothing to do with that just man 
For I have suffered many things this day in a dream 
because of him. But the chief priests and ancients 
persuaded the people, that they should ask Barab- 
bas, and make Jesus away. And the governor an- 
sweriug, said to them: Whither will you of the 
two to be released unto you? But they snid, Barab. 
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bas. Pilate saith to them: What shall I do then 
with Jesus that is called Christ? "They say all: Let 
him be crucified. The governor said to them 

Why, what evil hath he done? But they cried out 
the more, saying: Let him be crucified. And Pi 

late seeing that he prevailed nothing ; but that ra- 
ther a tumult was made; taking water he washed 
his hands before the people, saying: I am innocent 
of the blood of this just man: look you to it. And 
the whole people answering, said : His blood be upon 
us, and upon our children. ‘Then he released to 
them Barabbas: and having scourged Jesus, deliver- 
ed him unto them to be crucified. 'Then the sol- 
diers of the governor taking Jesus into the hall, 
gathered together unto him the whole band: and 
stripping him, they put a scarlet cloak about him. 
And platting a crown of thorns, they put it upon 
his head, and a reed in his right hand. And bow- 
ing the knee before him, they mocked him, saying: 
Hail, king of the Jews. And spitting upon him, 
they took the reed, and struck his head. And after 
they had mocked him, they took off the cloak from 
him, and put on his own garments, and led him 
away to crucify him. And going out they met a 
man of Cyrene, named Simon: him they forced to 
take up the cross. And they came to the place that 
is called Golgotha, which is the place of Calvary. 
And they gave him wine to drink mingled with gall. 
And when he had tasted, he would not drink.«. 
And after they had crucified him, they divided his 
garments, casting lots: that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the prophet, saying: “They 
divided my garments among them; and upon my 
vesture they cast lots”: and they sat and watched 
him. And they put over his head his cause written: 
Tuis 1s Jesus THE Kine or THE JEws. Then 
were crucified with him two thieves: one on the 
right hand, and one on the left. And they that 
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passed by, blasphemed him, waggn g tneir heads, 
and saying: Vah, thou that destroyest the temple of 
God, and in three days dost rebuild it, save thy own- 
self: if thou be the Son of God, come down from 
the cross. In like manner also the chief priests, 
with the scribes and ancients, mocking, said: 
He saved others; himself he cannot save: if he be 
the king of Israel, let him now come down from the 
cross, and we will believe him. He trusted in God: 
let him now deliver him, if he will have him: for he 
said : I am the Son of God. And the self same thing 
the thieves also that were crucified with him, re- 
proached him with. Now from the sixth hour there 
was darkness over the whole earth, until the ninth 
hour. And about the ninth hour Jesus cried with a 
loud voice, saymg: Eli, Eli, lamma  sabacthani? 
that is, ^ my God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?" And some that stood there and heard, said: 
This man calleth Elias. And immediately one of 
them running, took a sponge, and filled it with vine- 
gar, and put it on a reed, and gave him to drink. 
And the others said: let us see whether Elias will 
come and deliver him. And Jesus again crying with 
a loud voice, yielded up the ghost. * And behold 
he veil of the temple was rent in two from the top 
even to the bottom, and the earth quaked, and the 
rocks were rent. And the graves were opened ; and 
many bodies of the saints that had slept arose. And 
coming out of the tombs after his resurrection, came 
into the holy city and appeared to many. Now the 
Centurion, and they that were with him watching 
Jesus, having seen the earthquake and the things 
that were done, were sore afraid, saying: Indeed 
this was the Son of God. And there were there 
many women afar off who had followed Jesus from 
Galilee, ministering unto him: among whom was 
Mary Magdalen, and Mary the mother of James 
* Here all kneel, and pause. 
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and Joseph, and the mother of the sons of Zebedee, 
And when it was evening, there came a certain rich 
man of Arimathea, named Joseph, who also himself 
was a disciple of Jesus. He went to Pilate, and 
asked the body of Jesus. Then Pilate commanded 
that the body should be delivered. And Joseph tak- 
ing the body, wrapped it up in a clean linen cloth, 
and laid it in his own new monument, which he had 
hewed out in arock. And he rolled a great stone 
to the door of the monument, and went his way. 
And there was there Mary Magdalen, and the other 
Mary sitting over against the sepulchre. 

Here the Priest says, Cleanse my heart, &c. p. xx. 

ATE the next day, which followed the day of 

preparation, the chief priests and the Pharisees 
came together to Pilate, saying: Sir, we have re- 
membered, that that seducer said, while he was 
yet alive: After three days I will rise again. Com- 
mand therefore the sepulchre to be guarded until the 
third day: lest perhaps his disciples come and steal 
him away, and say to the people he is risen from 
the dead : and the last error shall be worse than the 
first. Pilate said to them: You have a guard ; go, 
guard it as you know. And they departing, made 
the sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, and setting

GOSPEL. John xii. 1. 9.—Now Jesus, six days 
before the pasch, came to Bethania, where Lazarus 
had been dead, whom Jesus raised to life. And they 
made him a supper there; and Martha served, but 
Lazarus was one of them that were at table with 
him. Mary therefore took a pound of ointment of 
right spikenard, of great price, and anointed the 
feet of Jesus, and wiped his feet with her hair: and 
the house was filled with the odour of the ointment. 
Then one of his disciples, Judas Iscariot, he that 
was about to betray him, said: Why was not this 
ointment sold for three hundred pence, and given to 
the poor? Now he said this, not because he cared 
for the poor, but because he was a thief, and having 
the purse carried the things that were put therein. 

Jesus therefore said: Let her alone, that she may 
keep it against the day of my burial, for the poor 
you have always with you; but me you have not 
always, A great multitude therefore of the Jews 
knew that he was there; and they came not for 
Jesus's sake only, but that they might see Lazarus, 
whom he had raised from the dead.

Mines time: The feast of the pasch and of the 
azymes was after two days: and the chief 
priests and the scribes sought how they might by 
some wile lay hold on him and kill him. But they 
said: Not on the festival day, lest there should be «: 
tumult among the people. And when he was in 
Bethania, in the house of Simon the leper, and was 
at meat, there came a woman having an alabaster 
box of ointment of precious spikenard : and breaking 
the alabaster box, she poured it out upon his head. 
Now there were some that had indignation within 
themselves, and said: Why was this waste of the 
ointment made ? For this ointment might have been 
&0ld for more than three hundred pence, and given 
to the poor. And they murmured against her. But 
Jesus said: Let her alone, why do you molest her? 
She hath wrought a good work upon me. . For the 
poor you have always with you, and whensoever you 
will, you may do them good; but me you have not 
always. What she had, she nath done: she is 
come before-hand to anoint my body for the burial. 
Amen I say to you, wheresoever this gospel shall be 
preached in the whole world, that also which she 
hath done shall be told for a memorial of her. 
And Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, went to the 
chief priests, to betray him to them. Who hearing 
it were glad ; and promised to give him money. 
And he sought how he might conveniently betray 
lim. Now on the first day of the unleavened bread, 
when they sacrificed the pasch, the disciples say to 
him: Whither wilt thou that we go and prepare for 
thee to eat the pasch? And he sendeth two of 
his disciples, and saith to them: go ye into the city, 
and there shall meet you, a man carrying a pitcher . 
of water, follow him: and whithersoever he shall 
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go in, say to the master of the house: The Master 
saith: Where is my refectory, that I may eat the 
pasch with my disciples? And he will shew you a 
large dining room furnished; and there prepare 
ve for us. And his disciples went their way, and 
came into the city ; and they found as he had told 
them, and they prepared the pasch. And when 
evening was come, he cometh with the twelve. 
And when they were at table eating, Jesus 
saith: Amen J say to you, one of you that eateth 
with me shall betray me. But they began to be 
sorrowful, and to say to him one by one: Is it 
I? Who saith to them: one of the twelve, who 
dippeth his hand in the dish with me. And the 
Son of Man indeed goeth, as it is written of him; 
but wo to that man by whom the Son of Man shall 
be betrayed. It were better for him, if that man 
had not been born. And whilst they were eating. 
Jesus took bread; and blessing, broke, and gave to 
them, and said: Take ye, this is my body. And 
having taken the chalice, giving thanks, he gave it 
to them: and they al drank of it. And he said to 
them: This is my blood of the New 'l'estament. 
which shall be shed for many. Amen I say to 
you, that I will drink no more of this fruit of the 
vine, until that day when I shall drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. And when they had sung an 
hymn, they went forth to the mount of Oltves. 
And Jesus saith to them: You will all be scandalized 
in my regard this night; for it is written: “I will 
strike the shepherd, and the sheep shall be dispers- 
ed. But after I shall be risen again, I will go be- 
fore you into Galilee. But Peter saith to him: Al 
though all shall be scandalized in thee, yet not I 
And Jesus saith to him: Amen I say to thee, to-day 
even in this night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. But he spoke the more vehe- 
mently: Although I should die together with thee, 
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I will not deny thee. And in like manner also said 
they all. And they came to a farm called Gethse- 
mani. Aud he saith to his disciples: Sit you here, 
while I pray. And he taketh Peter, and Jumes, 
and John with him; and he began to fear, and to 
be heavy. And he saith to then: My soul is sor- 
rowful even unto death; stay you here, and watch. 
And when he had gone forward a little, he fell flat 
on the ground; and he prayed that, if it might be, 
the hour might pass from him: and he saith: Abba, 
Father, all things are possible to thee, remove 
this chalice from me, but not what I will, but what 
thou wilt. And he cometh, and findeth them sleep- 
ing. And he saith to Peter: Simon, sleepest thou F 
couldst thou not watch one hour? Watch ye, and 
pray, that ye enter not into temptation. The spirit 
indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak. And going 
away again, he prayed, saying the same words. 
And when he returned he found them again asleep, 
(for their eyes were heavy) and they knew not what 
to answer him. And he cometh the third time, 
and saith to them: Sleep ye now,and take your 
rest. It is enough: the hour is come; behold the 
Son of Man shall be betrayed into the hands of sin- 
ners. Rise up, let us go. Behold he that will be- 
tray me, is at hand. And while he was yet speak- 
ing, cometh Judas Iscariot, one of the twelve, and 
with him a great multitude with swords and staves, 
from the chief priests, and the scribes, and the an 

cients. And he that betrayed him had given thein a 
sign saying: Whomsoever I shall kiss, that is he, 
lay hold on hiin, and lead hiin away carefully. And 
when he was come, immediately going up to him, 
he saith: Hail, Rabbi: aud he kissed him. But they 
laid hands on him, and held him. And one cf 
them that stood by, drawing a sword, struck a ser- 
vant of the chief priest, and cut off his ear. And 
Jesus answering, said to them: Are you come out 
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as to a robber with swords and staves to appre- 
hend me? I was daily with you in the temple 
teaching, and you did not lay hands on me. But, 
that the scripture may be fulfilled. Then hs 
disciples leaving him, all fled away. And a certain 
young man followed him, having a linen cloth cast 
about his naked body: and they laid hold on him. 
But he casting off the linen cloth, fled from them 
naked. And they brought Jesus to the high priest; 
and all the priests and the scribes and the ancients 
were assembled together. And Peter followed him 
afar off even into the palace of the high priest; and 
he sat with the servants at the fire and warmed him- 
self. And the chief priests and all the council 
sought for evidence against Jesus that they might 
put him to death, and they found none. For many 

ore false witness against him, and their evidence 
were not agreeing. And some rising up, bore false 
witness against him, saying: We heard him say: I 
will destroy this temple made with hands, and 
within three days I will build another not made with 
bands. And their witness did not agree. And the 
tigh-priest rising up in the midst, asked Jesus, say- 
ing: Answerest thou nothing to the things that are 
laid to thy charge by these men? But he held his 
peace and answered nothing. Again the high-priest 
asked him, and said to him: Art thou Christ the 
Son of the blessed God? And Jesus said to him: I 
am. And you shall see the Son of Man sitting on 
the right hand of the power of God, and coming 
in the clouds of heaven. Then the high-priest 
rending his garments, saith: What need we any further 
witnesses? You have heard the blasphemy. What 
think you? Who all condemned him to be guilty 
of death. And some hegan to spit on him, and to 
cover his face, and to buffet him, and to say to him: 
Prophesy: and the servants struck him with the 
pelms of their hands, Now when Peter was in the 
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court below, there cometh to him one of the maid- 
servants of the high-priest ; and when she had seen 
Peter warming himself, looking on him, she saith: 
Thou also wast with Jesus of Nazareth. But he de- 
nied, saying: J neither know nor understand what 
thou sayest, And he went forth before the court, 
and the cock crew. And again a maid-servant see- 
lng him, began to say to the standers by: This is 
one of them. But he denied again. And after a 
while, they that stood by said again to Peter: Sure- 
ly thou art one of them, for thou also art a Galilean. 
But he began to curse and swear, saying: I know 
not this man of whom you speak. And immedi- 
ately the cock crew again. And Peter remembered 
the word that Jesus had said to him: Before the 
cock crow twice, thou shalt deny me thrice. And 
he began to weep. (Chap. xv.) And straightway in 
the morning, the chief priests holding a consultation 
With the ancients and the scribes, and the whole 
council, binding Jesus, led him away, and delivered 
him to Pilate. And Pilate asked him: Art thou 
the king of the Jews? but he answering, saith 
to him: Thou sayest it. . And the chief priests ac- 
cused him in many things. And Pilate again asked 
him, saying: Answerest thou nothing? behold in 
how many things they accuse thee. But Jesus still 
answered nothing; so that Pilate wondered. Now 
on the festival day he was wont to release unto them 
one of the prisoners, whomsoever they demanded. 
And there was one called Barabbas, who was put in 
Prison with some seditious men, who in the sedi- 
tion hid committed murder. And wien the mul- 
titude was come up, they began to desire that he 
would do as he had ever done unto them. And Pi- 
late answered them, and said: Will you that I re- 
lease to you the king of the Jews? For he knew 
that the chief priests had delivered him up out of en- 
Vy. But the chief priests moved the people that he 
Y3 
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should rafher release Barabbas to them. And Pilate 
again answering, saith to them: What will you then 
that I do with the king of the Jews? But they 
again cried out: Crucify him. And Pilate saith to 
them: Why, what evil hath he done? But they 
cried out the more: Crucify him. And Pilate being 
willing to satisfy the people, released to them Ba- 
rabbas, and delivered up Jesus, when he had 
scourged him, to be crucified. And the soldiers 
led him away into the court of the palace, and they 
called together the whole band; and they clothed 
him with purple, and platting a crown of thorns, they 
‘ut it upon him. And they began to salute him: 

ail, king of the Jews. And they struck his head 
with a reed: and they did spit on him. And bowing 
their knees, they adored him. And after they 
nad mocked him, they took off the purple from him: 
and put his own garments on him, and they led 
him out to crucify him. And they forced one Si- 
mon, a Cyrenian, who passed by, coming out of 
the country, the father of Alexander and of Rufus, 
to take up his cross. And they bring him into the 
place called Golgotha, which being interpreted is, 
The place of Calvary. And they gave him to 
drink wine mingled with myrrh; but he took it not. 
And crucifying him, they divided his garments cast- 
ing lots for them, what every man should take. 
And it was the third hour, and they crucified him. 
And the inscription of his cause was written over 
THe Kine or THE Jews. And with him they 
crucify two thieves, the one on his right hand and 
the other on his left. And the scripture was fulfill- 
ed which saith: “ And with the wicked he was re- 
puted.” And they that passed by blasphemed him, 
wagging their heads, and saying: Vah, thou that 
destroyest the temple of God, and in three days 
buildest it up again: Save thyself, coming down 
from the cross. In like manner also tlie chief prieses 
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with the scribes mocking, said one to another: 
He saved others, himself he cannot save. Let 
Christ the King of Israel come down now froni the 
cross, that we may see and believe. And they that 
were crucified with him reviled him. And when 
the sixth hour was come, there was darkness over 
the whole earth until the ninth hour. And at the 
ninth hour Jesus cried out with a loud voice, saying 
Ejoi, Eloi, lamina sabacthani? which is, being in- 
terpreted: My God, my God, why hast thou for- 
snken me? And some of the standers by hearing, 
said: Behold, he calleth Elias. And one running 
and filing a sponge with vinegar, and putting it 
upon-a reed, gave him to drink, saying: Stay, let 
us see if Elias will come to take him down. And 
Jesus having cried out with a loud voice, gave up 
the ghost. *And the veil of the temple was rent in 
two frorn the top to the bottom. And the centurion 
who stood over against him, seeing that crying out 
in this manner he gave up the ghost, said: Indeed 
this snan was the Son of God. And there were also 
woinen looking on afar off; among whom was 
Mary Magdalen, and Mary the mother of James 
the Less, and of Joseph, and Salome; who also 
when he was in Galilee followed him, and minister- 
ed to him, and many other women that came up 
with him to Jerusalem.

ATP when evening was now come, (because it 
was the Parasceve, that is, the day before the 
Sabbath) Joseph of Arimathea, a noble counsellor, 
who was also himself looking for the kingdom of 
God, came and went in boldly to Pilate, and begged 
the body of Jesus. But Pilate wondered that he 
should be already dead. And sending for the cen- 
turion, he asked him if he were alrcady dead.

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IL LESSON. Isaias liii.—In those days: Isaius 
said: Who hath believed our repos and to whom 
is the arm of the Lord revealed ? And he shall grow 
up as a tender plant before him, and as a root out 
ofathirsty ground: there is no beauty in him, nor 
comeliness: and we have seen him, and there was 
no sightliness that we should be desirous of him 
despised, and the most abject of men, a man of sor- 
rows, and acquainted with infirmity. and his look 
was as it were hidden and despised, whereupon we 
esteemed him not. Surely he hath borne our infir- 
mities, and carried our sorrows: aud we have 
thought him as it were a leper, and as one struck by 
God and afflicted. But he was wounded for our ini- 
quities, he was bruised for our sins: the chastisement 
of our peace was upon him, and by his bruises we 
are healed. All we like sheep have gone astray,

He was taken away from distress, and from judg- 
ment: who shall declare his generation ? because 
he is cut off out of the land of the living: for the 
wickedness of my people have I struck him. And 
he shall give the ungodly for his burial, and the 
rich for his death: because he hath done no iniquity, 
ueither was there deceit in his mouth. And the 
Lord was pleased to bruise him in infirmity: if he 
Shall lay down his life for sin, he shall see a long- 
lived seed, and the will of the Lord shall be prosper- 
ous in his hand. Because his soul hath laboured, he 
shall see and be filled; by his knowledge shall this 
my just servant justify many, and he shall bear their 
iniquities. 'l'herefore will I distribute to him very 
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many, and he shall divide the spoils of the strong, 
because he hath delivered his soul unto death, and 
was reputed with the wicked: and he hath borne the 
sins of many, and hath prayed for the transgressors.

The PASSION of our LORD JESUS CHRIST, 
according to Luke xxii.— xxiii. 


T that time: The feast of unleavened bread, 
which is called the Pasch, was at hand. And 

the chief priests and the scribes sought how they 
might put Jesus to death: but they feared the peo- 
ple. And Satan entered into Judas, who was sur- 
named Iscariot, one of the twelve. And he went, 
and discoursed with the chief priests and the magis- 
trates, how he might betray him to them. And 
they were glad, and covenanted to give him money. 
And he promised. And he sought opportunity to 
betray him in the absence of the multitude. And 
the day of the unleavened bread came, on which it 
was necessary that the pasch should be killed. And 
he sent Peter and John, Eye. Go and prepare us 
the pasch, that we inay eat. But they said: Where 
wilt thou that we prepare? And he said to them: 
Behold, as you go into the city, there shall meet 
you a man carrying a pitcher of water; follow hin 
into the house where he entereth in: and you shall 
say to the good man of the house: The Master 
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saith to thee: Where is the guest-chamber, where 
I may eat the pasch with my disciples ? And he will 
shew you a large dining-room furnished : and there 
prepare. And they going, found as he had said to 
them, and they made ready the pasch. And when 
the hour was come, he sat down, and the twelve 
apostles with him. And he said to them: With 
desire I have desired to eat this pasch with you be- 
fore I suffer. For I say to you, that from this time 
I will not eat it, till it be fulfilled in the kingdom of 
God. And having taken the chalice he gave thanks, 
and said: Take and divide it among you. For 
I say to you, that I will not drink of the fruit of 
the vine, till the kingdom of God come. And tak- 
ing bread, he gave thanks, and brake, and gave to 
them, saying: ‘This is my hody, which is given to 
you: do this for a commemoration of me. In like 
manner the chalice also, after he had supped, say- 
ing: This is the chalice, the new testament of my 
blood, which shall be shed for you. But yet be- 
hold, the hand of him that betrayeth me is with me 
on the table. And the Son of Man indeed goeth, 
according to that which is determined: but yet wo 
to that man by whom he shall be betrayed. And 
they began to inquire among themselves, which of 
them it was that should do this thing. And there 
was also a strife amongst them, which of them 
should seem to be greater. And he said to them: 
The kings of the Gentiles lord it over them; and 
they that have power over them, are called benefi- 
cent. But you not so: but he that is the greater 
among you, let him be as the younger: and he 
that is the leader, as he that serveth. For which is 

eater, he that sitteth at table, or he that serveth? 
s not he that sitteth at table? but I am in the riidst 
of you, as he that serveth: and you are they who 
have eontinued with me in my temptations: and] 
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dispose to you, as my Father hath disposed to me, 
a kingdom: that you may eat and drink at my ta- 
ble in my kingdom; and may sit upon thrones 
judging the twelve tribes of Israel. And the Lord 
said: Simon, Simon, behold Satan hath desired to 
have you, that he may sift you as wheat. But I 
have prayed for thee that thy faith fail not: and thou, 
being once converted, confirm thy brethren. Who 
said to him: Lord, I am ready to go with thee 
both into prison, and to death. And he said: I say 
to thee, Peter, the cock shall not crow this day, till 
thou thrice deniest that thou knowest me. And he 
said to them: When I sent you without purse, 
and scrip, and shoes, did you want any thing? But 
they said: Nothing. Then said he to them: But 
now he that hath a purse, let him take it, and like- 
wise a scrip: and he that hath no sword, let him sell 
his coat and buy one. For I say to you, that this 
that is written must yet be fulfilled in me, * And he 
was reckoned among the wicked :? for the things 
concerning me have an end. But they said: Lord, 
here are two swords, And he said to them: It is 
enough. And going out he went according to his 
custom to the mount of Olives. And his disciples 
also followed him. And when he was come to the 
place, he said to them: Pray, lest you enter into 
temptation. And he was withdrawn away from 
them a stone’s cast; and kneeling down he pray- 
ed saying: Faner, if thou wilt, remove this cha- 
lice fco me; but yet not my will, but thine be 
done. And there appeared to him an angel from 
heaven, strengthening him. And being in an agony, 
be prayed the longer. And his sweat became as 
drops of blood trickling down upon the ground. 
And when he rose up from prayer, and was come to ' 
his disciples, he found them sleeping for sorrow. 
And he said to them: Why sleep you? Arise, pray, 
lest you enter into Pompon: As he was yet speak 
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ing, behold a multitude: and he that was called 
Judas, one of the twelve, went before them, and 
drew near to Jesus to kiss him. And Jesus said to 
him: Judas, dost thou betray the Son of Man with 
a kiss? And they that were about him, seeing what 
would follow, said to him: Lord, shall we strike 
with the sword ? And one of them struck the servant 
of the high priest, and cut off his right ear. But Je- 
sus answering, said: Suffer ye thus far. And when 
he had touched his ear, he healed him. And Jesus 
said to the chief priests and magistrates of the temple, 
and the ancients that were come to him: Are you 
come out, as it were against a thief, with swords 
and clubs? When I was daily with you in the tem- 
ple, you did not stretch forth your hands against 
me, but this is your hour, and the power of dark- 
ness, And apprehending him, they led him to the 
high priest’s house: but Peter followed afar off 
And when they had kindled a fire in the midst of 
the hall, and were sitting about it, Peter was in the 
midst of them. Whom when a certain servant maid 
had seen sitting at the light, and had earnestly 
beheld him, she said: This man also was with him. 
But he denied, saying: Woman, I know him not 
And after a little while, another seeing him, said: 
Thou also art one of them. But Peter said: O 
man, [ am not. And after the space as it were of 
one hour, another certain man affirmed, saying: Of 
truth this man was also with him: for he is also 
Galilean. And Peter said: Man, I know not what 
thou sayest. And immediately as he was yet 
speaking, the cock crew. And the Lord turnin 

looked on Peter. And Peter remembered the wo 

of the Lord, as he had said: Before the cock crow, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. And Peter going out 
wept bitterly. And the men that held him, mocked 
him, and struck him. And they blindfolded him 
and smot* him on the face. And thev asked him, 
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saying: Prophesy, who is it that struck thee? And 
blaspheming, many other things they said against 
him. And as soon as it was day, the ancients of the 
people, and the chief priests, and scribes, came to- 
gether, and they brought him into their council, 
saying: If thou be the Christ, tell us. And he said 
to them: If I shall tell you, you will not believe me; 
and if 1 shall also ask you, you will not answer me, 
nor let me go. But hereafter the Son of Man shall 
be sitting on the right hand of the power of God. 
Then said they all: Art thou the Son of God? And 
he said: You say that] am. And they said: What 
need we any further testimony ? For ourselves have 
heard it from his own mouth. (Chap. xxiii.) And 
the whole multitude of thein rose up, and led him 
away to Pilate. And they began to accuse him, say- 
ing: We have found this man perverting our nation, 
and forbidding to give tribute to Ceesar, and saying 
that he is Christ the King. And Pilate asked him 
saying: Art thou the king of the Jews? But he an- 
swering said: Thou sayest it. But Pilate said 
to the chief priests and to the multitude: I find no 
cause in this man. But they were more earnest, 
saying: He stirreth up the people, teaching through- 
out all Judea, beginning from Galilee to this place. 
But Pilate hearing Galilee, asked if the man were 
of Galilee? And when he understood that he was 
of Herod's jurisdiction, he sent him away to Herod, 
who himself was also at Jerusalem in those days. 
And Herod seeing Jesus was very glad, for he was 
desirous of a long time to see him, because he had 
heard many things of him: and he hoped to see 
some sign wrought by him. And he questioned him 
with many words. But he answered him nothing. 
Aud the chief priests and the scribes stood by, 
earnestly accusing him. And Herod with his army 
set him at nought, and mocked him, putting on 
him * white garment, and sent him back to Pilate. 
2 
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And Herod snd Pilate were made friends that 
same day: for before they were enemies to one 
enother. Then Pilate calling together the chief 
priests, and the magistrates, and the people, sajd to 
them: You have brought this man to me as one that 

rverteth the people, and behold I, having exam- 
ined him before you, find no cause in this man touch- 
ing those things wherein you accuse him. No, nor 
Herod neither. For I sent you to him, and beliold, 
nothing worthy of death is done to him. I will 
chastise him therefore and release him. Now of 
necessity he was to release unto them ore upon 
the feast day. But the whole multitude together 
cried out at once, saying: Away with this man, 
and release unto us Barabbas, who for a cer- 
tain sedition made in the city, and for a murder, was 
cast into prison. And Pilate again spoke to them, 
desiring to release Jesus. But they cried out again, 
saying: Crucify him, crucify him. And he said to them 
the third time : Why, what evil hath this man done? 
I find no cause of death in him. I will chastise him 
therefore, and let him go. But they were instant 
with loud voices requiring that he might be cruci- 
fied: and their voices prevailed. And Pilate gave 
sentence that it should be as they required. And 
he released unto them him who for murder and 
sedition had been cast into prison, whom they had 
desired: but Jesus he delivered up to their will. 
And as they led him away, they laid hold on one 
Simon of Cyrene, coming from the country : and they 
laid the cross on him to carry after Jesus. And 
there followed him a great multitude of people, and 
of women who bewailed and lamented him. But 
Jesus turning to them, said: Daughters of Jeru- 
salem, weep not over me, but weep for your- 
selves, and for your children. For behold the days 
shall come, wherein they will say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that have not borne, and the 
paps that have not given suck. Then shall they 
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begin to say to the mountains: Fall upon us: ana 
to the hills, cover us. For if in the green wood 
they do these things, what shall be done in the dry ? 
And there were also two other malefactors led with 
him to be put to death. And when they were 
come to the place which is called Calvary, they 
crucified him there; and the robbers, one on the 
right hand, and the other on the left. And Jesus 
«aid: Father, forgive them, for they know not what 
they do. But they dividing his garments cast lots, 
And the people stood beholding, and the rulers with 
them derided him, saying: He saved others, let him 
save himself, if he be Christ, the elect of God. 
Aud the soldiers also mocked him, coming to him, 
and offering him vinegar, and saying: If thou bethe 
king of the Jews, save thyself. And there was also 
8 Superscription written over him in letters of Greek, 
and Latin, and Hebrew: 'Turs 1s THE KiNo or THE 
Jews. And one of those robbers who were hang- 
ed, blasphemed him, saying: If thou be Christ, save 
thyself and us. But the other answering, rebuked 
him,saying: Neither dost thou fear God, seeing thou 
art under the same condemnation: And we indeed 
justly, for we receive the due reward of our deeds; 
but this man hath done no evil. And he said to Je- 
sus: Lord, remember me when thou shalt come in- 
to thy kingdom. And Jesus said to him: Amen I 
bay to thee, this day thou shalt be with me in para- 
dise, And it was almost the sixth hour; and there 
was darkness over all the earth until the ninth hour. 
And the sun was darkened ; and the veil of the tem- 
ps was rent in the midst. And Jesus crying with a 
oud voice, said: Father, into thy hands I commend 
my spirit. And saying this, he gave up the ghost*. 
Now the centurion seeing what was done, glorified 
God, saying: Indeed this was a just man. And ah 
the multitude of them that were come together to 
* Here all p and pause. 
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tha: sight, and saw the things that were done, return- 
ed striking their breast. And all his acquaintance. 
and the women that had followed him from Galilee, 
stood afar off, beholding these things. 


Here is said the Prayer, Cleanse my heart, &c. p.xx 
A behold there was a man named Joseph, who 

was a counsellor, a good and just man: (the 
same had not consented to their counsel and doing 
of Arimathea, a city of Judea, who also himsel 
looked for the kingdom of God. This man went to 
Pilate and begged the body of Jesus. And taking 
him down he wrapped him in fine linen, and laid 
him in a sepulchre that was hewed in stone, where- 
in never yet any man had been laid. 

Ps. ci.—Hear, O Lord, my prayer ; and 
let my ery come to thee: turn not away thy face 
from me. 

SECRET. Accept, O Lord, we beseech thee 
the offerings we have made; and mercifully grant, 
that we may receive, with pious sentiments, what 
we celebrate in the mystery of the passion of our 
Lord.

For as often as you shall 
eat this bread, and drink the chalice, you shalt shew 
the death of the Lord, until he come. "Therefore 
whosoever shall eat this bread and drink the chalice 
of the Lord unworthily, shall be guilty of the body 
and blood of the Lord. But let a man prove himself, 
and so let him eat of that bread, and drink of the 
chalice. For he that eateth and drinketh unwor- 
thily, eateth and drinketh judgment to himself, not 
discerning the body of the Lord. Therefore are 
there many infirm and weak among you, and many 
sleep. But if we would judge ourselves, we should 
not be judged. But whilst we are judged, we are 
chastised by the Lord: that we be not condemned 
with this world.

Jesus 
answered, aud said to him: What J do, thou know- 
est not now, but thou shalt know hereafter. Peter 
saith to him: Thou shalt never wash my feet. Je- 
sus answered him: If I wash thee not, thou shalt 
have no part with me. Simon Peter saith to him: 
Lord, not only my feet, but also my hands and my 
head. Jesus saith to him: He that is washed, need- 
eth not but to wash his feet, but is clean wholly. 
And you are clean, but not all. For he knew who 
he was that would betray him; therefore he said: 
You are not all clean. Then after he had washed 
their feet, and taken his garments, being set down 
again, he said to them: Know you what I have 
done to you? You call me, Master, and Lord: and 
you say well, for so I am. If then I, being your 
Lord and Master, have washed your feet; you also 
ought to wash one another’s feet. For I have given 
you an example, that as I have done te you so do 
you also, ChREDno.

IL LESSON. |. Exod. xii. 1. 11.—1In those days. 
Tue Lord said to Moses and Aaron in the land of 
Egypt: This month shall be to you the beginnin 
(f months: it shall be the first in the months o 
the year. Speak ye to the whole assembly of the 
children of Israel, and say to them: On the tenth 
day of this month let every man take a lamb by 
their families and houses. " But if the number be 

Aa 
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less than may suffice to eat the lamb, he shall take 
unto him his neighbour that joineth to his house, 
according to the number of souls which may be 
enough to eat the lamb. And it shall be a lanib 
without blemish, a male of one year; according tc 
which rite also he shal] kill a kid. And you shall 
keep it unto the fourteenth day of this month: and 
the whole multitude of the children of Israel shall 
sacrifice it in the evening. And they shall take of 
the blood thereof, and put it upon both the side- 
posts, and on the upper door posts of the houses, 
wherein they shall eat it. And they shall eat the 
flesh that night roasted at the fire, and unleavened 
bread, with wild lettuce. You shall not eat thereof 
any thing raw, nor boiled in water, but only roasted 
at the fire: you shall eat the head with the feet and 
entrails thereof. Neither shall there remain any 
thing of it until morning. If there be any thing 
left, you shall burn it with fire. And thus you shall 
eat it: you shall gird your reins, and you shall have 
shoes on your feet, holding staves in your hands, 
and you shall eat in haste: for it is the Phase (that 
is the passage) of the Lord.

V. The head of 
their compassing me about: the labour of their lips 
shall overwhelm them. — P. But as for the ‘just they 
shall give glory to thy name: and the upright shall 
dwell with thy countenance, 
The PASSION of our LORD JESUS CHRIST 
according to John xviii. and xix. 

T that time : Jesus went with his disciples over 

the brook Cedron, where there was a garden, 
into which he entered with his disciples. And Judas 
also, who betrayed him, knew the place; because 
Jesus had often resorted thither together with his 
disciples. Judas therefore having received a band 
of soldiers, and servants from the chief priests and 
the Pharisees, cometh thither with lanterns, and 
torches, and weapons. Jesus therefore knowing all 
things that should come upon him, weut forth, and 
said to then: Whom seek ye? They answered 
him: Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus saith to then: I am 
he. And Judas also, who betrayed him, stood 
with them. As soon therefore as he had said to 
them: I am he: they went backward, and fell to 
the ground. Again therefore he asked them: Whom 
seek ye? And they seid: Jesusof Nazareth. Jesus 
answered: I have told you, that I am he. If there- 
fore you seek me, let these go their way. "That the 
word might be fulfilled which he said: Of them 
whom: thou hast given me, I have noi lost any one. 
Then Simon Peter having a sword drew it: and 
struck the servant of the high-priest, and cut off his 
rightear. And the name of the servant was Malchus, 
Jesus then said to Peter: Put up thy sword into 
the scabbard: 'The chalice which my Father hath 
given me, shall I uot drink it? Then the band, and 
the tribune, and the servants of the Jews took Jesus, 
and they bound him. And they led him away to 
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Annas first, for he was father-in-law to Caiphas, 
who was the high-priest of that year. Now Cai- 
phas was he who had given the counsel to the Jews: 
That it was expedient that one man should die for 
the people. And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and so 
did another disciple. And that disciple was known 
to the high-priest, and went in with Jesus into the 
court of the high-priest. But Peter stood at the 
door without. The other disciple therefore who 
was known to the high-priest, went out, and spoke 
to the porteress, and brought in Peter. And the 
maid that was porteress, saith to Peter: Art not 
thou also one of this man's disciples: He saith: 
I am not. Now the servants and officers stood at 
a fire of coals, because it was cold, and warmed 
themselves. And witli them was Peter also standin 

and warming himself. The high-priest then ask 

Jesus of his disciples and of his doctrine. Jesus 
answered him: I have spoken openly to the world : 
I have always taught in the synagogue, and in the 
temple, whither all the Jews resort ; and in secret I 
have spoken nothing. Why asketh thou me? ask 
them who have heard what I have spoken unto 
them: behold they know what things, I have sai. 
And when he had said these things, one of the offi- 
cers standing by, gave Jesus a blow, saying: An- 
swerest thou the high-priest so? Jesus answered bim: 
If I have spoken evil, give testimony of the evil: but 
if well, why strikest thou me? And Annas sent him 
bound to Caiphas the high-priest. And Simon Pe- 
ter was standing, and warming himself. 'They said 
therefore to him: Art not thou also one of his dis- 
ciples? He denied it, and said: I am not. One of 
the servants of the high-priest (a kinsman to hun 
whose ear Peter cut off) saith to him: Did not I see 
thee in the garden with him? Then Peter again 
denied: and immediately the cock crew.  'Then 
they led Jesus from Caiphas to the governor's hall 
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And it was morning; and they went not into the 
hall, that they might not be defiled, but that they 
might eat the pasch. Pilate therefore went out to 
them and said: What accusation bring you against 
this man? They answered and said to him: If he 
were not a malefactor we would not have delivered 
him up to thee. Pilate then said to then: Take 
him you, and judge him according to your law. 
The Jews therefore said to him: It is not lawful for 
us to put any man to death. That the word of Jesus 
might be fulfilled which he said, signifying what 
death he should die: Pilate therefore went into the 
hall again, and called Jesus and said to him: Art 
thou the king of the Jews? Jesus answered: Sayest 
thov tnis thing of thyself, or have others told it thee 
ofme? Pilate answered: Am I a Jew? Thy own 
nation, and the chief priest have delivered thee up 
to me: what hast thou done? Jesus answered: My 
kingdom is not of this world. If my kingdom were 
of this world, my servants would certainly strive that 
I should not be delivéred to the Jews: but now mv 
kingdom is not from hence. Pilate therefore said tu 
him: Art thou a king then? Jesus answered: Thou 
sayest, that I am a king. For this was I born, and 
for this I came into the world ; that I should give tes- 
timony to the truth. Every one that is of the truth, 
heareth my voice. Pilate saith to him: What is the 
truth? And when he had said this, he went out 
again to the Jews, and said to them: [I find no 
cause in him. But you have a custom that I should 
release one unto you at the pasch : will you therefore 
that I release unto you the king of the Jews? Then 
cried they all again saying: Not this man but Barab- 
bas. Now Burabbas was a robber. Then therefore 
Pilate took Jesus, and scourged him. And the aol- 
diers platting a crown of thorns, put it upon hi» 
head: and they put on him a purple garment. An 

they came to him, and said: Hail, king of the Jews 
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and they give him blows. Pilate therefore went 
forth again, and saith to them: Behold I bring him 
forth unto you, that you may know that I find no 
cause in him. (Jesus therefore came forth bearin 

the crown of thorns, and the purple garment.) And 
he saith to them: Behold the man. When the chief 
priests therefore and the servants had seen him, they 
cried out saying: Crucify him, crucify him. Pilate 
saith to taem: Take him you, and crucify him: for 
I find no cause in him. The Jews answered him: 
We have a law; and according to that law he ought 
to die, because he made himself the Son of God 
When Pilate therefore had heard this saying, he 
feared the more. And he entered into the ball 
aguin; and he said to Jesus: Whence art thou? 
But Jesus gave him no answer. Pilate therefore saith 
to him: Speakest thou not to me ? knowest thou not 
that I have power to crucify thee, and I have power 
to release thee? Jesus answered: Thou shouldst 
not have any power against me, unless it were given 
thee from above. "Therefore he that hath delivered 
me to thee, hath the greater sin. And from thence- 
forth Pilate sought to release him. But the Jews 
cried out, saying: If thou release this man, thou art 
not Caesar's friend. For whosoever maketh himself 
a king, speaketh against Cesar. Now when Pilate 
had heard these words, he brought Jesus forth: and 
sat down in the judgment-seat in the place that is 
called Lithostrotos, and in the Hebrew Gabbatha. 
And it was the parasceve of the pasch, about the 
sixth hour, and he saith to the Jews: Behold your 
king. But they cried out: Away with him, away 
with him, crucify him. Pilate saith to them: Shall 
I crucify your king ? The chief priests answered : We 
have no king but Cesar. Then therefore he de- 
livered him to them to be crucified. And they took 
Jesus, and led him forth. And bearing his own 
cross, he went forth to that place which is called 
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Calvary, but in Hebrew Golgotha. Where they 
erucified him, and with him two others, one on 
each side, and Jesus in the midst. And Pilate wrote 
a title aiso: and he put it upon the cross. And the 
writing was JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. This title therefore many of the 
Jews did read: because the place where Jesus was 
crucified, was nigh to the city; and it was written 
in Hebrew, in Greek, and in Latin. Then the chief 
priests of the Jews said to Pilate: Write not, The 
king of the Jews ; but that he said, I am the king of 
the Jews, Pilate answered: What I have written, I 
have written. The soldiers therefore when they had 
crucified him, took his garments (and they made four 
parts, to every soldier a part), and also his coat. 
Now the coat was without seam, woven from the 
top throughout. ‘They said then one to another: 
Let us not cut it, but let us cast lots for it whose it 
shall be; that the scripture might be fulfilled which 
saith: “They have parted my garments among them 
and upon my vesture they have cast lots.” And the 
soldiers indeed did these things. Now there stood 
by the cross of Jesus, his mother, and his mother's 
sister, Mary of Cleophas and Mary Magdalen. 
When Jesus therefore had seen his mother, and the 
disciple standing whom he loved, he saith to his 
mother: Woman, behold thy Son. After that, he 
saith to the disciple: Behold thy mother. And from 
that hour the disciple took her to his own.  After- 
ward Jesus knowing that all things were now accom- 
plished, that the scripture might be fulfilled, said: 
I thirst. Now there was a vessel set there full of vine- 
gar. And they putting asponge full of vinegar about 
hyssop put it to his mouth. Jesus therefore when he - 
had taken the vinegar, suid it is consummated. And 
oowing his head, he gave up the ghost.* "Then the 


* Here all kneel, and pause. 
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Jews (because it was the parasceve) that the bodies 
might not remain upon the cross on the sabbath-duy 
(for that was a great sabbath-day), besought Pilute 
that their legs might be broken, and that they might 
be taken away. The soldiers therefore came: and 
they broke the legs of the first, and of the other 
that was crucified with him. But after they came 
to Jesus, when they saw that he was already. dead, 
thev did not break his legs. But one of the soldiers 
wit, a spear opened his side, and immediately 
there came out blood and water. And he that saw 
it hath given testimony : and his testimony is true 
And he knoweth that he saith true; that you also 
may believe. For these things were done that the 
scripture might be fulfilled: * You shall not break 
a bone of him.” And again another scripture saith: 
“They shall look on him whom they pierced.”

ACD after these things Joseph of Arimathea (be- 
cause he was a disciple of Jesus, but secretly 
for fear of the Jews) besought Pilate that he might 
take the body of Jesus. And Pilate gave leave. He 
came therefore and took away the body of Jesus. 
And Nicodemus also came, he who at the first came 
to Jesus by night, bringing a mixture of myrrh and 
aloes, about one hundred pound weight. ‘They took 
therefore the body of Jesus, and bound it in linen 
cloths with the spices, as the manner of the Jews is 
to bury. Now there was in the place, where he 
was crucified, a garden: and in the garden a new 
sepulchre, wherein no man had yet been laid. 
There therefore, because of the parasceve of the 
Jews, they laid Jesus, because the sepulchre was 
nigh at hand. 

Then the Priest, standing on the Epistle side, says os 

follows.

Here he sprinkles the Grains of 
Incense and the Fire thrice saying: “ Sprinkle 
me, &c." p. xiii. Then having fumed them thrice 
with Incense, he takes the Cane with the three 
Candles to the entrance of the Church, where one 
18 lighted by an Acolyte with a candle from the new 
fire, whilst the Deacon sings alone: “ Behold the 
light of Christ,” to which, all kneeling, add: 
* R. Thanks be to God.” 

The same is repeated at lighting the second in the 
middle of the Church, and the third at the foot of 
the altar; after which the Deacon says: “ Pray, 
Sir, give me your blessing.”  'l'o which the Priest 
replies: “ May the Lord be in your heart and 
lips, that you may worthily and fitly proclaim his 
Paschal praise: in the name of the Father, and of 
the Son ef, &c. R. Amen.

I? is truly meet and just to proclaim with all the 

affection of heart and soul, and sound of voice, 
the invisible God, the Father Almighty, and his 
only Son our Lord Jesus Christ: who paid for usto 
his eternal Father the debt of Adam; and, by his 
sacred blood, cancelled the guilt of the original of. 
fence. For this is the Paschal solemnity, in which 
the true Lamb was slain, by whose blood the doors 
of the faithful are consecrated. "This is the night, in 
which thou formerly didst bring forth our forefathers, 
the children of Israel, out of Egypt, leading them 
dry-foot through the Red-Sea. his also is that 
night which dissipated the darkness of sin by the 
light of a pillar of fire. "This is the night, which, 
withdrawing all those who, through the whole worlil, 
believe in Christ, from the vices of the world, ani 
the darkness of sin, restores them to grace, and 
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gives them a fellowship with the saints. This is 
the night in which Christ broke the chains of death, 
and ascended victorious from the grave. For it 
would have availed us nothing to have been born, 
unless we lad also the advantage of being redeemed. 
O the wonders of thy mercy towards us! O the 
inestynable excess of thy love. Thou didst deliver 
up thy Son to redeem a slave! O truly necessary 
sin of Adam, which bath been blotted out by the 
death of Christ! O happy fault, which deserved 
such and so great a Redeemer! O truly blessed 
night, which alone wast privileged to know the hour 
and moment when Christ rose again from the dead! 
| This is the night of which it is written: “ And the 
night shall be as light as day: and the night shineth 
upon me in my pleasures.” ‘The sacredness there- 
fore of this night puts crimes to flight, washes away 
sin, and restores innocence to the fallen, and joy to 
those in sorrow. It banishes enmities, produces 
concord, and makes potentates bow. 

Here the Deacon fixes the five Grains of Incense tn 
the Candle in the form of a Cross, and then goes on: 
Roe therefore, O Holy Father, on this sa- 

cred night, the evening sacrifice of this incense, 
which thy holy Church, by the hands of her minis- 
ters, presents to thee in the solemn oblation of this 
wax candle, made out of the labour of bees. But 
now we know the meaning of the encomiums of this 
taper lighted from this sparkling fire to the honour of 
God. (Here he lights the Pascha, Candle.) Which 
fire, though now divided, suffers no loss from the 
communication of its light, whilst it feeds on the 
melted wax produced by the bee to make this taper. 
(Here the lamps are lighted.) O truly blessed night, 
which plundered the Egyptians, and enriched the 
Hebrews! O night, in which heaven is united to 
earth, and God to man! We beseech thee, there 
fore, O Lord, that PE rn consecrated to the 

c 
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honour of thy name, may continue burning to diss 
vate the darkness of this night; and being accepted 
y thee as a sweet odour, it may be joined to the 
lights of heaven. Let the morning star find it burn- 
ing: that morning star, 1 mean, which never sets; 
who, returning from the grave, darted forth his be- 
nign rays upon mankind. We beseech thee, there- 
fore, O Lord, to grant us peace during this Paschal 
solemnity, and with thine uninterrupted protection

And the earth brought forth the green herb, 
and such as yieldeth seed according to its kind, and 
the tree that beareth fruit, having seed each one ac- 
cording to its kind. And God saw that it was good, 
And the evening and the morning were the third 
day. And God said: Let there be lights made in 
the firmament of heaven, to divide the day and the 
night, and let them be for signs, and for seasons, 
and for days and years; to shine in the firinament 
of heaven, and to give light upon the earth. And 
it was so done. And God made two great lights; a 
greater light to rule the day, and a lesser light to 
rule the night; and stars. And he set them in the 
firmament of heaven, to shine upon the earth. And 
to rule the day and the night, and to divide the 
light and the darkness. And God saw that it was 
good. And the evening and morning were the 
fourth day. God also said: Let the waters brin 

forth the creeping creature having life, and the fow 
that may fly over the earth under the firmameut of 
heaven. And God created the great whales, and 
every living and moving creature, which the waters 
brought forth, according to their kinds, and every 
winged fowl according to its kind. And God saw 
that it was good.

And 
God saw that it was good. And he said: Let us 
make man to our image and likeness, and let him 
have dominion over the fishes of the sea, and the 
fowls of the air, and the beasts, and the whole earth, 
and every creeping creature that moveth upon the 
earth. And God created man to his own image: to 
the image of God he created him: male and female 
he created them. And God blessed them, saying: 
Increase and multiply, and fill the earth, and sub- 
due it, and rule over the fishes of the sea, and the 
fowls of the air, and all living creatures that move 
upon the earth. And God said: Behold I have 
given you every herb bearing seed upon the earth, 
and all trees that have in themselves seed of their 
own kind, to be your meat: and to all beasts of the 
earth, and to every fowl of the air, and to all that 
move upon the earth, and wherein there is life, that 
you may have to feed upon. And it was so done. 
And God saw all the things that he had made, and 
they were very good. And the evening and mornin 
‘were the sixthday. (Chap ii.) So the heavens an 
earth were finished, and all the furniture of them. 
And on the seventh day God ended his work which 
he had made: and he rested on the seventh day from 
all his work which he had done.

—And Noe, when he was five hundred years old, 
begot Sem, Cham, and Japheth. (Chap. vi.) And 
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after that men began to be multiplied upon the 
earth. and daughters were born to them. ‘The sons 
of God seeing the daughters of men, that they were 
fair, took to themselves wives of all, which they 
chose. And God said: My spirit shall not remain 
in man forever, because he is flesh: and his days 
shall be one hundred and twenty years. Now giants 
were upon the earth in those days. For after the 
sons of God went into the daughters of men, and 
they brought forth children, these are the mighty 
men of old, men of renown. And God seeing that 
the wickedness of men was great on the earth, and 
that all the thought of their heart was bent upon 
evil at all times, it repented him that he had made 
man on the earth. And being touched inwardly 
with sorrow of heart, he said : I will destroy man, 
whom I have created, from the face ^f the earth, 
from man even to beasts, from the creeping thing 
even to the fowls of the air, for it repenteth me that 
I bave made them. But Noe found grace before the 
Lord. 'These are the generations of Noe: Noe was 
a just and perfect man in his generation, he walked 
with God. And he begot three sons, Sem, Cham, 
and Japheth. And the earth was corrupted before 
God, and was filled with iniquity. And when God 
had seen that the earth was corrupted (for all flesh 
had corrupted its way upon the earth) he said to 
Noe: the end of all flesh is come before me, and 
the earta is filled with iniquity through them, and I 
will destroy them with the earth. Make thee an 
wk of timber planks: thou shalt make little rooms 
in the ark, and thou shalt pitch it within and with- 
out. And thus shalt thou make it. The length of 
the ark shall be three hundred cubits: the breadth 
of it fifty cubits, and the height of it thirty cubits, 
Thou shalt make & window in the ark, and in a 
eubit shalt thou finish the top of it: and the door 
of the ark shalt thou set in the side: with lower,

middle chambers, and third stories shalt thou make 
it Behold I will bring the waters of a great flood 
upon the earth, to destroy all flesh, wherein is the 
breath of life, under heaven. All things that are in 
the earth shall be consumed. And I will establish 
my covenant with thee: And thou shalt enter into 
the ark, thou and thy sons, and thy wife, and the 
wives of thy sons with thee. And of every living 
creature of all flesh, thou shalt bring two of a sort 
into the ark, that they may live with thee; of the 
male sex, and the female. Of fowls according to 
their kind, and of beasts in their kind, and of every 
thing that creepeth on the earth according to its 
kind: two of every sort shall go in with thee, that 
they may live. Thou shalt take unto thee of all 
food, that may be eaten, and thou shalt lay it up 
with thee: and it shall be food for thee and them. 
And Noe did all things which God commanded him 
(Chap. vii.) And he was six hundred years old, 
when the waters of the flood overflowed the earth. 
All the fountains of the great deep were broken up, 
and the flood-gates of heaven were opened. And 
the rain fell upon the earth forty days and forty 
nights. In the self-same day Noe, and Sem, and 
Cham, and Japheth, his sons: his wife, and the 
three wives of his sons with them, went into the ark: 
they and every beast according to its kind, and all 
the cattle in their kind, and every thing that moveth 
upon the earth according to its kind, and every fow. 
according to its kind, all birds, and all that flv 
And the ark was carried upon the waters Am 
the waters prevailed beyond measure upon the earth. 
and all the high mountains under the whole heaven 
was covered. The water was fifteen cubits highe 
than the mountains, which it covered. And all flesh 
was destroyed that moved upon the earth, both of 
fowl, and of cattle, and of beasts, and of all creeping 
things that creep upon the earth: and Noe only 
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remained, and they that were with bim iu the ark. 
And the waters prevailed upon the earth a hundred 
anil fifty days. (Chap. vii.) And God remember- 
ed Noe, and all the living creatures, and all the 
cattle which were with bim in the ark, and brough 
a wind upon the earth, and the waters were abated. 
The fountains also of the deep, and the flood-gates 
of heaven were shut up, and the rain from heaven 
was restrained, And the waters returned from off 
the earth, going and coming: and they began to be 
abated after a hundred and fifty days. And after 
that forty days were passed, Noe opening the win- 
dow of the ark which he had made, sent forth a 
raven; which went forth, and did not return till 
the waters were dried upon the earth. He sent 
forth also a dove after him, to see if the waters had 
now ceased upon the face of the earth. But she not 
finding where her foot might rest, returned to him 
into the ark: for the waters were upon the whole 
earth: and he put forth his hand, and caught her, 
and brought her into the ark. And having waited 
yet seven other days, he again sent forth the dove ~ 
out of the ark. And she came to him in the evening, 
carrying a bough of an olive-tree, with green leaves, 
in her mouth. Noe therefore understood that the 
waters were ceased upon the earth. And he stayed 
yet other seven days; and he sent forth the dove, 
which returned not any more unto him. And God 
spoke to Noe, saying: Go out of the ark, thou and 
thy wife, thy sons, and the wives of thy sons with 
thee. Allliving things that are with thee of all flesh, 
as well in fowls, as in beasts, and all creeping things 
that creep upon the earth, bring out with thee, and 
o ye upon the earth : increase and multiply upon it. 
Bo Noe went out, he and his sons, his wife, and the 
wives of his sons with him: and all living th.a 
and cattle, and creeping things that creep upoi the 
earth, according to their kinds, went out of the 
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ark. And Noe built an altar unto the Lord: and 
taking of all cattle and fowls that were clean, offered 
holocausts upon the altar. And the Lord smelled a 
weet savour.

And Abra- 
ham said: Gud will provide himself a victim for a 
holocaust, my son. So they went on together: 
and they came to the place which God had shewed 
hin, where he built an altar, and laid the wood in 
order upon it: and when he had bound [saac, his 
son, he laid him on the altar upon the pile of 
wood. And he put forth his hand, and took the 
sword to sacrifice his son. And behold an angel of 
the Lord from heaven called to him, saying: Abra- 
ham, Abraham. And he answered: Here I am. 
And he said to him: Lay not thy hand upon the 
hoy, neither do thou any thing to him: now 1| 
know that thou fearest God, and hast not spared 
thy only begotten son for my sake. Abraham lifted 
up his eyes, and saw behind his back a ram amongst 
the briers, sticking fast by the horns, which he took 
and offered for a holocaust instead of his son. And 
he ealled the name of that place, The Lord seern. 
Whereupon, even to this day, it is said: In the 
mountain the Lord will see. And the angel of the 
Lord called to Abraham a second time from heaven, 
saying: By my own self have I sworn, saith the 
Lord: because thou hast done this thing, and hast 
not spared thy only begotten son for my sake: I 
will bless thee, and I will multiply thy seed as the 
stars of heaven, and as the sand that is by the sea 
shore: thy seed shall possess the gates of their ene- 
mies. And in thy seed shall all the nations of the 
earth be blessed, because thou hast obeyed my voice. 
Abraham returned to his young men, and they went 
to Bersabee together, and he dwelt there.

the Lord, and Moses his servant. Then Moses and 
the ^hildren of Israel sung this canticle to the l.ard, 
and said :

For as the heavens are exalted above 
the earth, so are my ways exalted above your ways, 
and my thoughts above your thoughts, And as the 
rain and the snow come down from heaven and re- 
turn no more thither, but soak the earth, and water 
it, and make it to spring, and give seed to the sower, 
and bread to the eater: so shall my word be, which 
shall go forth from my mouth: it shall not return 
to me void, but it shall do whatever I please, and 
shall prosper in the things for which I sent it, sailk 
the Lord Almighty.

the beasts that are upon the earth? That take their 
pastime with the birds of the air, that hoard up 
silver and gold, wherein men trust, and there is no 
end of their getting ? who work in silver and are so- 
licitous, and their works are uusearchable? "They 
are cut off, and are gone down to hell, and others 
are risen up in their place. Young men have seen 
the light, and dwelt upon the earth: but the way 
of knowledge they have not known, nor have they 
understood the paths thereof, neither have their 
children received it, it is far from their face. It 
hath not been heard of in the land of Chanaan, nei- 
ther had it been seen in Theman. The children 
of Agar also, that search after wisdom, that is of 
the earth, the merchants of Merrha, and of The- 
man, and the tellers of fables, and searchers of pru- 
dence and understanding: but the way of wisdom 
they have not known, neither have they remembered 
her paths. O Israel, how great is the house of God, 
and how vast is the place of his possession! It is 
great and hath no end: it is high and immense. 
There were the giants, those renowned men that 
were from the beginning, of great stature, expert in 
war. The Lord chose not them, neither did they 
find the way of knowledge: therefore did they perish 
And because they had not wisdom, they perisned 
-liroughli their folly. Who hath gone up into heaven 
aud taken her, and brought her down from the 
clouds?

80 to instruct thy people by the singing of the sacred 
canticle, that the repetition of the law might be also 
our direction: shew thy power to all the multitude 
of Gentiles justified by thee, and, by mitigating thy 
terrors, grant thein joy: that all their sins being 
basdoned by thee, the threatened vengeance may 
contribute to their salvation. Thro’. It. Amen.

Then the nobles, the magistrates, and the 
judges, the captains, and rulers, and the great men 
that were placed in authority, and all the princes of 
the provinces, were gathered together to come to 
the dedication of the statue which king Nabuchc- 
donosor had set up. And they stood before the 
statue which king Nabuchodonosor had set up.— 
Then a herald cried with a strong voice: To you it 
is commanded, O nations, tribes, and languages: 
that in the hour that you shall hear the sound of the 
trumpet, and of the f'ute, and of the harp, of the 
sackbut, and of the psaltery, and of the symphony, 
and of all kind of music; ye fall down and adore the 
golden statue which king Nabuchodonosor hath set 
up. But if any man should not fall down and adore, 
he shall the same hour be cast into a furnace of 
burning fire. Upon this, therefore, at the time 
when all the people heard the sound of the trumpet, 
the flute and the harp, of the sackbut, and the 
psaltery, of the symphony, and of all kind of music; 
all the nations, tribes and languages, fell down and 
adored the golden statue, which king Nabucho- 
donosor had set up. And presently, at that very 
time some Chaldeans came and accused the Jews: 
and said to king Nabuchodonosor: O king, live 
for ever: 'Thou, O king, hast made a decree, that 
every man that shall hear the sound of the trumpet, 
tie flute, and the harp. of the sackbut, and the 
psaltery, of the symphony, and of all kind of music, 
shall prostrate himself, and adore the golden statue: 
and that if any man shall not fall down and adore, he 
should be cast into a furnace of burning fire. Now 
there are certain Jews, whom thou hast set over the 
works of the province of Babylon, Sidrach, Misach, 
and Abednago: these men, O king, have slighted 
thy decree: they worship not thy gods nor do they 
&lore the golden statue which thou hast set up 
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Then Nabuchodonosor, in fury, and in wrata, com 

manded that Sidrach, Misach, and Abednago, should 
be. brought; who immediately were brought before 
the king. And Nabuchodonosor the king spoke to 
them, and said: Is it true, O Sidrach, Misach, and 
Abednago, that you do not worship my gods, nor 
adore the golden statue that I have set up? Now 
therefore if you be ready, at what hour soever yot 
shall hear the sound of the trumpet, flute, harp, 
sackbut, and psaltery, and symphony, and of all kind 
of music, prostrate yourselves, and adore the statue 
which I have made: but if you do not adore, you 
shall be cast in the same hour into the furnace of 
burning fire: and who is the God that shall deliver 
vou out of my hand? Sidrach, Misach, and Abed- 
nago answered and said to king Nabuchodonosor: 
We have no occasion to answer thee concerning 
this 1natter. For behold our God, whom we wor- 
ship, is able to save us from the furnace of burning 
fire, and to deliver us out of thy hands, O king. 
But if he will not, be it known to thee, O king, that 
we will not worship thy gods, nor adore the golden 
statue which thou hast set up. ‘Then was Nabucho- 
donosor filled with fury: and the countenance of his 
face was changed against Sidrach, Misach, and 
Abednago, and he commanded that the furnace 
should be heated seven times more than it had been 
accustomed to be heated. And he commanded the 
strongest men that were in his army, to bind the 
feet of Sidrach, Misach, and Abednago, and to cast 
them into the furnace of burning fire. And im- 
mediately these men were bound and were cast into 
the furnace of burning fire, with their coats and ther 
caps, and their shoes, and their garments. For the 
king's commandment was urgent, and the furnace 
was heated exceedingly. And the flame of the fire 
slew those men that had cast in Sidrach, Misach. 
_ and Abednago. But these three men, that is, Sidrach 
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Misach, and Abednago, fell down bound in the miast 
of the furnace of burning fire. And they walked in 
the midst of the flame praising God, and blessing the

T is truly meet and just, right and available to 

salvation, to give thee thanks always, and in all 
places, O holy Lord, almighty Father, and eternal 
God: who, by thy invisible power, dost wonder- 
fully produce the effects of thy sacraments: and, 
though we are unworthy to administer such great 
mysteries, yet, as thou dost not abandon the gifts of 
thy grace, so thou inclinest the ears of thy goodness 
even to our prayers.

forth a heavenly offspring; and that all, however, 
distinguished by age in time, or sex in body, may 
be brought forth to the same infancy by grace, their 
spiritual mother. Therefore may all unclean spirits, 
by thy command, O Lord, depart from hence: 
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may all the malice of disbolical wiles be entirely 
banished ; may no power of the enemy prevail here 
iet him not fly about to lay his snares: let him not 
creep in by his secret artifices ; let him not corrupt 
with his infection. 

Here he touches the Water seith his Hind. 

May this holy and imocent creature be free from 
all assaults of the enemy, and purified by the de- 
struction of all his malice. May it become a living 
fountain, a regenerating water, a purifying stream: 
that all those, that are to be washed in this saving 
hath, may obtain, by the efficacy of the Holy Ghost, 
the grace of a perfect purification. 

He-e he makes the Sign of the Cross thrice over the 
Font, saying : 

Wherefore I bless thes, O creature of water, by 
the living »f« God, by the true >} God, by the 
holy *f- God; by that God, who in the beginning 
separated thee by his word from the dry land, and 
whose spirit moved upon thee. 


[Here he divides the Water with his Hand, and throvos 
some of tt out towards the four quarters of the World.] 


Who made thee flow from the fountain of para- 
dise, and commanded thee to water the whole earth 
with thy four rivers. Who changing thy bitterness 
in the desert into sweetness, made thee fit to drink; 
and produced thee out of a rock to quench the thirst 
of the people. I -{ bless thee also by our Lord 
Jesus Christ, his only Son: who, in Cana of Gali- 
lee, changed thee into wine, by a wonderful miracle 
of' his power. Who walked upon thee dry-foot, and 
was baptized in thee by John in the Jordan. Who 
made thee flow out of his side, together with his 
blood, and commanded his disciples that such as be- 
lieved should be baptized in thee, saying: Go, teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father. 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost.

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Do thou, O Almighty God, mercifully assist us 
who observe this commandment: do thou graciously 
inspire us. 

Here breathing thrice upon the Water in Form of 8 
Cross, he says : 

Do thou with thy mouth bless these clear waters; 
that besides their natural virtue of cleansing the 
body, they may also prove effectual for purifying 
the soul, 

Then he sinks the Paschal Candle into the Water 
three different times, saying. each lime : 

May the virtue of the Holy Ghost descend into all 
the water of this font. 

Then breathing thrice on the Water, he goes on, 

And make the whole substance of this water fruit- 
ful, and capable of bringing to a new life. 

Here ihe Paschal Candle is taken out of the Water, 
and the Priest goes on, 

Here may the stains of all sin be washed out 
here may human nature, created to thy image, and 
reformed to the honour of its author, be cleansed 
from the filth of the old man: that all who receive 
this sacrament of regeneration, may be born again 
new children of true innocence. 'Thro’—who is to 
come to judge the living and the dead, and the 
word by fire. R. Amen. 

Here the People are sprinkled with the blessed Water 
and some is taken away by the Ministers, to distribule 
- to the people for use in their houses, afterwards the 

Oil of the Catechumens ts poured in, in the Form 

of a Cross, the Priest saying : 

May this font be sanctified and made fruitful hy 
the oil of salvation for such as are to be born anew 
in it, unto life everlasting. R. Amen. 

Then he pou the Chrism tnto 4l, saying : 

May this infusion of the chrism of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and of the Holy Ghost the Comforter, be per- 
formed in the name of the Holy Trinity. JR. mee 
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Lastly, he pours the Oil and Chrism into the Water 
in the Form of a Cross, saying : 

May this mixture of the chrism of sanctification, 
and of the oil of salvation, and of the water of bap- 
tism, be performed in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. R. Amen. 


After Blessing the Font, the Priest, with his Mini- 
sters, lies prostrate before the altar, and all the rest 
kneel whilst the Litany [see Rogation Days 359.] 
is sung by two Chanters tn the middle of the Choir, 
repeating the same words after them, to Christe 
exaudi nos inclusively. Kyrie and Christe eleison 
being alternately sung three times, the Priest with 
his Ministers in their «dd vestments, begins Mass 
saying the Ps. Judica, &c. p. xv. but no Introit. 
At intoning the Gloria in excelsis the ringing of 
the bells is resumed and continued till it 1s finished.

And some of our people went 
to the sepulchre: and found it so as the women had 
said, but him they found not. Then he said to them: 
O foolish, and slow of heart to believe in all things 
which the prophets have spoken. Ought not Christ 
to have suffered these things, and so to enter into his 
glory? And beginning at Moses and all the pro- 
phets, he expounded to them in all the scriptures 
the things that were concerning him. And they 
drew nigh to the town whither they were going: and 
he made as though he would go farther.

But the other 
disciples came in the ship (for they were not far from 
the land, but as it were two hundred cubits) drag- 
ging the net with fishes, As soon then as they came 
to land, they saw hot coals lying, and a fish laid 
thereon, and bread. Jesus saith to them: Bring 
hither of the fishes which you have now caught: 
Simon Peter went up, and drew the net to land, full 
of great fishes, one hundred and fifty-three. And 
although there were so many, the net was not bro- 
ken. Jesus saith to them: Come, and dine. And 
none of them who were at meat, durst ask him: 
Who art thou ? knowing that it was the Lord. And 
Jesus cometh and taketh bread, and giveth them, 
and fish in like manner.

It is to the newly baptized, however, and those whe 
have recovered their innocence by the sacrament of 
penance, that the Church addresses herself, exhorting 
them, like new-born children, earnestly to desire the 
spiritual milk of the word of God, which alone can 
maintain in them that life of grace which they have 
just recovered.

St. Mamertus 
its Bishop experienced such happy effects from the 
public supplications he had appointed for the ceasing 
of these terrible calamities, that the same pious custom 
extended itself gradually over the whole Western 
Church; and hence it is, that on the three days pre 
ceding the Feast of the Ascension, abstinence from 
flesh is enjoined, and the long Litanies are sung in 
solemn procession in catholic countries: that the wrath 
of God being appeased by the abstinence and prayers 
of his Church, we may avert those punishments which 
are justly due to our sins.

Now these things being thus ordered ; into the first 
tabernacle the priests indeed always entered, accom- 
plishing the offices of sacrifices. But into the second, 
the high-priest alone, once a year; not without 
blood, which he offereth for his own, and the people's 
ignorance: the Holy Ghost signifying this, that the 
way into the Holies was not yet made manifest, 
whilst the former tabernacle was yet standing, 
Which is a parable of the timethen present: accord- 
ing to which gifts and sacrifices are offered, which 
cannot, as to the conscience, make him perfect that 
serveth, only in meats and in drinks, and divers wash- 
ings, and justices of the flesh, laid on them until the 
time of correction. But Christ being come an high- 
priest of the good things to come, by a greater and 
more perfect tabernacle not made with hands, that is, 
not of this creation: neither by the blood of goats, or 
of calves, but by his own blood, entered once into 
the Holies, baving obtained eternal redemption. 

TRACT. Ps. cxvi.—Praise the Lord all ye na- 
tions; praise him all ye people: for his mercy is con- 
firmed upon us; and the truth of the Lord remaineth 
for ever. 


GOSPEL. Luke xii. 6. 17.——At that time:

And 
he laid his hands upon her, and immediately she 
was made straight, and glorified God. And the 
ruler of the synagogue (being angry that Jesus had 
healed on the Sabbath) answering, said to the mul- 
titude: Six days there are wherein you ought to 
work. In them therefore come, and be healed ; and 
not on the Sabbath-day. And the Lord answering 
him said: Ye hypocrites, doth not every one of you 
on the Sabbath day loose his ox or his ass from the 
manger, and lead them to water? And ought not 
this daughter of Abraham, whom Satan had bound, 
lo, these eighteen years, be loosed from this bond 
on the Sabbath-day ? And when he had said. these 
things, all his adversaries were ashained : and all 
the people rejoiced for all the things that were glori- 
ously done by him.

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THE PROPER OF SAINTS. 


AS the primitive Christians were accustomed to 
meet every year on the anniversary of the Martyrs 
n the churches or chapels usually erected to their mem- 
ory in the same place where the whole, or some sacre 
remains of their bodies had been buried, and as their 
tombs served for an altar, so it has ever since been the 
custom to put the relics of some Saint in, or beneath 
alter stones. The Mass was not offered to the Man- 
Tyr, but to the Gop of Martyrs, to whom alone sa- 
crifice is due, to thank him as well for the strength and 
courage wherewith he had animated them, as for that 
state of bliss to which he has admitted them. Such was 
the origin of the festivals of the Saints.

And he 
was there three days without sight, and he dit 
neither eat nor drink. Now there was a certain dis- 
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ciple at Damascus, named Ananias: and the Lord 
said to him in a vision: Ananias.

Arise and go into the street that is called Strait, and 
seek in the house of Judas, one named Saul of Tarsus. 
For behold he prayeth. (And he saw a man named 
Ananias, coming in and putting his hands upon him, 
that he might recover his sight.)

Wherefore of these men who have com- 
panied with us, all the time that the Lord Jesus 
came in and went out among us, beginning from the 
baptism of John until the day wherein he was taken 
up from us, one of these must be made a witness 
with us of his resurrection. And they appointed two, 
Joseph, called Barsabas, who was surnamed Justus, 
and Matthias. And praying they said: Thou, Lord, 
who knowest the hearts of all men, shew whether of 
these two trou hast chosen, to take the place of this 
ministry and apostleship, from which Judas bath 

transgression fallen, that he might go to his own 
place. And they gave them lots, and the lot fell 
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upon Matthias and he was numbered with the eleven 
apostles.

God who 
made the world and all things therein, He being 
Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in temples 
made with hands, neither is he served with men’s 
hands, as though he needed any thing, seeing it is he 
who giveth to all, life, and breath, and all things: 
and hath made of one, all mankind, to dwell upon 
the whole face of the earth, determining appointed 
times, and the limits of their habitation, that they 
should seek God, if happily they may feel after him 
or find him ; although he be not far from every one 
of us: for in him we live and move, and be as 
some also of your own poets said: For we are also 
his offspring. Being eee the offspring of God,

gold, or silver, or stone, the graving of art and de- 
vice of man.

But certain men adhered to 
him, and believed: among whom was also Dionysius 
the Areopagite, and a woman named Damaris, and 
others with them.
